He said that he be- 
lieved there had been intimate relations 
between Mrs. Tiernan and Poulin. The 
fact, however, that Professor Tiernan 
had lived with his wife throughout the 
entire affair created the. reasonable 
doubt that made it legally compulsory 
to find for the defendant. 

Judge Ducomb at the beginning of his 

ruling said the case was very unusual 
and had been given a great deal of no- 
toriety. 

‘‘?he testimony,’’ he said, 
of the most sensational character and 
has shocked the morals of the court as 
well as the entire country, and I regret 
this incident of my life that it became 
my painful duty and that I was com- 
pelled to give the time in a trial of 
such a degrading nature. 

‘There are two views by which to 
consider this case. One is of ‘im- 
morality’ and the other ‘Is Harry 
Poulin, the alleged father of the un- 
fortunate child.’ The public is ooking | 
upon this case purely from a moral | 
standpoint and is endeavoring to place 
the blame either upon the mother or the 
defendant for the notoriety and shame | 
that has befallen the familles of these 
parties and our community. This court 
has but one duty to perform and that 
is ‘to determine from the evidence and 
the law applied in the case whether 
Harry Poulin is the father of the child, 
irrespective of the immorality or who 
is to blame for the conduct of the par- 
ties. It might be well to say at this 
time that the court is of the opinion 
that the only real innacent party to the 
ease is the mysterious baby, who has 
been foremost in the mind of the court 
during the entire trial, but in the 
clamor and cries of the public the child 
has almost been forgotten.”’

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 30 (Associated Press).—The mis- 
sion of Henri Franklin-Bouillon te Smyrna, to which» he went to 
confer with Kemal Pasha, has been successful, according to an an- 


nouncement, made by the French officials here. 


He is coming to 


Constantinople tomorrow by the cruiser Metz; probably for the pur- 
pose of consulting with General Harington, Commander-in-Chief 


of the British forces.

HENDERSON ATTACKS |

Says War Party in British Cabinet 
May Precipitate Calamity Dread- | 
ful as That of 1914. 


WIMBLEDON, England, Sept. 30 (As- 
sociated Press).—The policy of the Brit- 
ish Government in the Near East was 
severely scored this afternoon by Arthur 
Henderson, the British labor leader, 
speaking at the opening of a new labor 


hall here. He declared that the latest 
steps taken by the Government, de- 
manding that, the Turkish Nationalists 
withdraw from the. neutral zone, were 
not calculated to lessen the tension. 

At any moment, he said, the British 
troops in the area of the neutral zone 
might find themselves under orders to 
expel the Turks, and this would kindle | 
flames of war which would be likely 
to set the whole Moslem world ablaze. 
It was his opinion that it would precip- 
{tate a calamity as dreadful in magni- 
tude as the last war. 

‘*T fear it must be said that the war 
party in the Cabinet has gained the up- 
per hand,’’ the English Labor leader de- 
clared. Adding that the potey now pur- 
sued was inconsistent with the spirit of 
the recent note of the Allies to Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, he said: 

“The duty of the Government ts to 
avoid any action likely to provoke a 
conflict between the British and Turkish 
forces.’’ 

He insisted that the settlement of the 
situation must be by conference and not 
by war.

Mustapha Kemal Pasha’s war aims 
and the claims he says he will make in 
any peace conference to which the AI- 
Hes invite him are found in the Turkish 
National Pact, a brief document and 
one which thus far has not been widely 


circulated outside of Turkey. 


It was drawn up by a Nationallat 
Party caucus on Sept. 13, 1919, at Sives, 
in Asia Minor. Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
one of its’ principal authors, had been 
oatlawed by the Damad Ferid Ministry 
at Constantinople on July 11, and when 
Ferid fell, on Oct. 5, Kemal telegraphed 
the text of the pact to the new Ali Riza 
Ministry in Constantinople, which had 
been askedvby the Sultan to order elec- 
tions for a new Parliament. 

The Parliament finally ,convened on 
Jan. 11, 1920, and on Jan. 28 its lower 
house adopted the pact. On the night 
of March 15-16, a number of its Nation- 
alist Deputies were arrested by British 
and Indian troops and embarked for in- 
ternment in Malta. The remnant of the 
Chamber of Deputies finally broke up 
on April 12, and on April 23 the present 
Grand National Assembly heid its tirst 
session at Angora. Kemal says that the 
Assembly's soie purpose is the execution 
of the pact, in the absence of any kcgal 
Ottoman Parliament at Constantinople 
to give effect to it. 

In conversation at Angora Kemal has 
said repeatedly that the National As- 
sembly is out for the complete execu- 
tion of the pact and for nothing more. 

‘The pact represented our program 
when we were weak and now that we 
are strong, it still represents our pro- 
gram,” he said. ‘‘ We shall not stop 
i fighting until we have given effect to 
every syllable of it, and we shall put up 
our swords as soon as we have realized 
the pact. We stand or fall on the Na- 
tional Pact. 

Its text, as translated from a French 
furnished py Yusuf Kemal Bey, 
J Minister at Angora, is as fol- 
Ows: 


‘*The Deputies of the Ottoman Par- 
liament, having approved and signed the 
{national pact, of which we give, below 
the copy, declare the principles therein 
announced to be the limit of sacrifice 
to which the Ottoman Parliament can} 
consent to go In order to assure itself a 
just and lasting peace:

TRIPLE TRENCHES 
DEFEND CHANAK 


They Guard Land Side of Town 
While Naval Armada Watches 
From the Sea. 


CHANAK, Asia Minor, Sept. 30 (As- 
sociated Press).—Never before in its 
eventful history, dating back to the 
Trojan wars, has this tiny fishing vil- 
lage been the scene of so much naval 
and military activity. 

Ashore, one sees veritable arsenals of 
material of war, while afloat there is 
an imposing array of mobile fortresses. 


If Mustapha Kemal Pasha essays to 
conquer this stronghold which domi- 
nates the Dardanelles, he will encountér 
not only the fire from a triple line 
of trenches, extending in a semi-circle 
around the town, but the combined 
bombardment from stx  superdread- 
noughts, a dozen cruisers and a squad- 
ron of destroyers, as well as a rain of 
bombs from the air. 

Allied military experts who have ex- 
amined the defenses say that they are 
@ great advance over those of the World 
War.

Austria, therefore, was not 
today in a position to provide guar- 
antees for private lenders, although her 
resources were ample. It was, therefore, 
esential to provide a guarantee fund. 

Four nations—England, France, Italy 
and Czechoslovakia—would take 20 per 
cent. each of a ioan which would en- 
able Austria to pay her way for two 
years until budget equilibrium is 
reached. Certain other nations had al- 
ready expressed willingness to come in 
‘ for the remaining 20 per cent. Belgium 
notably had expressed a desire to this| 
éffect, but agreement as to the amount } 
of her participation had not yet been 
reached.

Mrs. Peter Delivered Packages to 
Friend During the Lunch 
Hour. 


When Mrs. Frances Peter went to 
luncheon yesterday from the wholesale 
stockroom of the Dentist Supply Com- 
pany, a manufacturing corporation with 
$5,000,000 capital, at 220 West Forty- 
second Street, where she had been a 
trusted employe for two years, Detec- 
tive James Boylan of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station decided he would dine at 
the same restaurant and keep an eye on 
on her. Boylan saw Thomas A. Bran- 
nigan, 21, of 148 West Sixty-seventh 
Street, join Mrs. Peter, and at the con- 
clusion of their meal, Boylan said, he 
saw Brannigan receive something from 
her, and wrap it in a newspaper. 

After Mrs. Peter had departed Boylan 
followed Brannigan and arrested him. 
The detective said he found in the news- 





paper package sets of platinum and gold 
dental fittings valued at $156. Several 
hours afterward Brannigan ‘and the 
women confronted each other in the 
office of Dean ©. Osborne, a Vice Presi- 
dent of the corporation, where both ad- 
mitted thefts of the firm’s stock for 
many months, all of which was taken 
out and passed over during lunch hours 
in various restaurants.

Committee Appointed Repre- 
senting Anthracite Field toSeek 
Shop Crafts-Rail Conference. 


MAYORS MEET IN SCRANTON 


25,000 Idle Miners and Miles of 
Loaded Coal Cars on Sidings 
Are Reported. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SCRANTON, Pa., Sept. 30.—Declaring 
that the nation’s coal supply was men- 
aced by the shopmen’s strike, public of- 
ficials and leading citizens of the an- 
thracite region united today in an ef- 
fort to bring the strike to an end on 
coal-carrying roads. 

After hearing reports that more than 
25,000 miners were idle or working on 
part time because ofthe inability of the 
railroads to supply cars, a committee of 
ten to be known as the Emergency Com- 
mittee on Coal, was appointed. This 
committee will immediately call on the 
Presidents of the anthracite coal-carry- 
ing railroads to enter negotiations with 
the striking shopmen in an effort to 
bring about an honorable settlement. 

Pending the outcome of the coal com- 
mittee’s mediation efforts, leaders of 
the striking shopmen announced that 
plans for a formal pooling of their 
forces with the miners through an al- 
Mance would be held in abeyance. They 
were optimistic as to the outcome of the 
committee's efforts. 

The appointment of the Mediation 
Committee, which is headed by Mayor 
John Durkan of Scranton, followed a 
¢eonference in the Central Labor Union 
Temple of the Mayors and public offi- 
elals of half a dozen anthracite cities, 
leaders of the. striking shopmen, offi- 
cials of the United Mine Workers and 
members of the clergy. Hundreds of 
rail workers, miners and citizens cheered 
addresses in which railroad executives 
Were condemned for their refusal to 
settle with the shopmen. 

Resolutions to have the committee in- 
structed to call on President Harding 
and Attorney General Daugherty and 
request efforts by the Government to 
break an alleged conspiracy on the part 
ef the anthracite-carrying roads to pre- 
vent a strike settlement were lost. Mayor 
Durkan told the conference that the 
committee did not wish to antagonize 
Government officials or 
but to enter on the peacemaking task 
in a spirit of conciliation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Production

A pyromaniac is--believed to have set 
the fire which caused the loss of seven 
lives in an apartment house at 241 West 
208th Street, between Broadway and

The fire started about 1.7

Shortly before the fire was discovered

front door of the apartment and 
scratched, until the man came and put 
out the blaze with pails of water. Ex-

@s in the other. 

Assistant District Attorney John R. 
Hennis, who has charge of the official 
investigation, said last night that he 


had not definitely concluded that the 
fire was of incendiary origin, but that 
he thought the circumstances ‘ looked 
Very suspicious.’’ Mr. Hennis said thar 
tit appeared as if some maniac had set 
‘the fires tn the two houses one after 
the other. Fire Marshal ~Thomas P. 
Brophy and the police agreed with Mr. 
Hennis. The latter recelved reports 
from the Building Department and 
Tenement’ House Department which led 
him to believe that thé owners of the 
building had complied with all the regu- 
lations.

Two taxi- 
cab drivers finally drove their cars up

TWO AMERICANS ARE HIT 


Loyal Commander Drives Revolting 
Troops From City——Mexico City 
Sees Attempt to Bring In Arma. 


EL PASO, Texas, Sept. 30 (Associated 
Press).—Part of the Juarez garrison re- 
volted {n the early hours today. They 
took the loyal Federals completely by 
surprise, but.after several clashes, in 
which ten men were killed and twenty 
wounded, the ‘rebels ran short, of ammu- 
nition and retired. to the outskirts of 
the city. 

American soldiers took posts along the 
international bridge and after the re- 
tirement of the rebels they permitted 
Americans having business in Juarez to 
proceed to the business section. 

Generals Juan Merigo and Nicholas 
Rodriguez, rebels under indictment here 
on charges of fomenting a revolution 
last Spring, were among a hundred per- 
sons at the international bridge who 
They were 
not allowed to cross. The rebels num- 
bered between 200 and 300. 

General J. J. Mendez, commanding the 
garrison, came to El Paso to send a 
telegraphic request to Mexico City for 
more troops. He returned to Juarez 
and mobilized the few soldiers who re- 
mained loyal, and at 8:30 he declared he 
had enough soldiers, civilians and river 
guards to hold the »lace until more came 
from Chihuahua City. 

The revolt was led by Captain Val- 
verde of the 143d Battalion, whose first 
act was to release all prisoners in the 
city jail, including .several murderers. 
Looting of stores and wine shops fol- 
lowed. 

Two Americans, citizens of Kl Paso, 
were slightly wounded on this aide from 
stray bullets from the fighting occa- 
sioned by the revolt of the garrison. One 
was Miss Vicente Creceres, 22, shot in 
the shoulder, and Luis Ponce, 19, a fruit 
peddler, whose clothing was torn by a 
bullet.

Tied last year by the surface, subway 
and elevated lines of New York City 
was 2,590,313,728, according to figures 
made public yesterday by the Transit 
Commission. An increase of 98,404,550 | 
over the fiscal: year ending Jane 30, 
1921, is shown by the figures. 

Of that enormous, volume of traffic ap- 





proximately 60 per cent. was* handled | 
by the rapid transit routes—subway and 
elevated lines—while 40 per cent. was| 
carried by the surface lines. But the| 
surface Hnes, curiously, had the largest | 
share in the increased number of fares | 
collected last year. More than three-| 
fourths of the increase went to the sur- 
face lines, which handled 75,316,859 more | 
paying passengers than in 1921 as com-| 
pared with the increase of 23,087,691 car- | 
ried by the rapid transit lines. | 

The fact that the increase in the num- | 
ber of passengers carried by the sub- | 
way and elevated lines was comparative- | 
ly small is attributed to the falling off | 
in traffic on the Manhattan elevated} 
line of the Interborough system. The| 
loss on that Iine was 25,776,235 as com- | 
pared with 1921. 

The Transit Commission, it was ex-| 
plained, has not yet finally checked the | 
figures collected by it from the monthly | 
reports. furnished by the traction com- 
panies. But based on the experience of 
the commission last year, it was believed ;

according to the belief of traction ex- 
perts. 

The surface car traffic of Brooklyn, 
the largest of any borough, was 472,- 
538,068, an increase of 54,431,465. Man- 
hattan surface lines carried 388,357,767, 
an increase of 4,229,743, and the Bronx 
carried 114,679,520, a gain of 7,004,013. 
In Queens the surface lines carried 58,- 
826,451, an increase.of 2,400,000, and in 
Richmond, 18,567,115, a gain of 2,769,221.

NEW RANGE FINDERS 
COMPUTE FOR GUNNERS 


Add, Subtract, Maltiply, Divide 
and Figure Oat Factors Quicker 
Than Brain Can Work. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Two instru- 
ments which, it is declared, will revolu- 
tionize the art of coast defense, are 
being exhibited in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment here, and will later be installed at 
Panama to control the fire of the big! 
guns’ in the canal defenses. The in- 
struments comprise a system of ranging 
and following a moving enemy ship. 
They are electrically operated and au-! 
tomatically add, subtract, multiply, di-| 
vide, and make allowance for many fac- 
tors controlling the flight of a big shell. 

Visitors to the larger coast defense 


stations often wonder how it is possi- 
ble for the gunners to hit a ship with a 
| five or six foot projectile shot from a 
gun seventy or eighty feet in length, 
when the enemy is as far off as thirty 
miles, In the days of the Civil War, 
when small cannon shot iron balls 
weighing fifteen or twenty pounds, the 
range was usually point blank, the 
enemy ship loomed large as a target 


jand the gun pointer sighted by gazing 
‘along the 


barrel. 

The greater distances, weights and 
charges used in modern mechanical war- 
call for more accurate fire. In 
future artillery duels, army officers say, 
salvos will be exchanged at the rate of 
two or three a minute, and between vol- 
leys changes must be made in firing 
directions, as there is so little time for 
this by hand calculation, some accuracy 
of fire is lost to speed. 

The new instruments will constantly 
make these corrections. They are called 
the target computer and the battery 
They are directed by two! 

telescopes located at] 
fixed observation stations in the vicinity 
defense. On sighting an| 
enemy ship the observations are trans- 
| mitted electrically to the two calculat- 
ing instruments, where the exact loca- 
tion of the enemy ship is computed. 

These new instruments, the fruit of 
several years constant work and experi- 
ment, predict the advance location of 
the moving enemy, make allowances for 
the temperature of powder, type of 
shell, atmospheric pressure, direction 
and velocity of the wind and the drift 
of the shell caused by the big gun’s 
rifling. Under the present system all 
these factors are added, subtracted and 
otherwise checked up and accounted for 
by human range finders, 

A great advantage of the new system, 
which is called the Ford artillery com- 
puter system, is that provision is made 
using airplane observations in the

THE 
ARMS LEFT BY CZECHS 
MISSING IN SIBERIA 


Japanese Officials in Charge of 
Them Arrested and Will Be 
Court-Martialed. 


TOKIO, Sept. 30 (Associated Press).— 
Official investigations have confirmed 
reports of the disappearance of, large 
quantities of arms in Siberia, according 
to a statement today from a most re* 
liable authority. One consignment of 
| thirty- two truckloads is known to have 
i gone to Mukden, headquarters of Chang 
Tso-lin, the ‘‘uncrowned king’’ of 
Manchuria. j 

Nineteen_truckloads of the missing 
arms belonged to the Czechoslovak 
troops who evacuated Siberia two years 
ago after fighting their way across the 
country from European Russia. These 
arms had been placed in the custody 
of the Japanese. The Japanese officer 
in charge of them when they dropped 
from. sight has been arrested and is fac- 
ing court-martial. 

The mystery of the missing war 
material was made public several days 
ago by a Tokio newspaper, the 
Kokumin Shimbun, which made the flat 
charge that General Dieterichs, in com- 
mand at Vladivostok, was secretly 
transferring relinquished Japanese arms 
to Chang Tso-lin, in furtherance of a 
compact between the two to combine 
against forces friendly to the Soviet 
Government in Moscow. The paper as- 
serted that a ‘ military clique in Japan 
was abetting the plot.”’

Such a system fias one disadvantage; 
it robs the individual players ‘of their 
initiative. All situations cannot fore- 
seen from the bench, and in such situa- 
tions the Yankees, used to depanding 
on their own resources, may move faster 
and with better judgment than the 
Giants. i 

In aggressiveness there is little to 
choose between the two teams. In other 
years the Yapkees were less noted than 
their National League rivals for push 
and combativeness, but those days have 
passed. The present-day Giants are not 
the fighters on the field that other Mc- 
Graw teams have been. They are deter- 
mined and aggressive In other ways, 
but so are the Yankees. It has been 
said that the Hugmen are not a team 
to rally and come from behind. This 
charge may have been true last year, 
but to any one who saw them on the 
recent Weatern trip such an assertion 
fis nothing less than ridiculous. 


Both Teams Are Fighters. 

Te truth is that both New York tearm! 
are fighters of the first stripe. They 
are confident and courageous. The 
game isn’t over when the opposition 
gets a lead. They are good “ money 


teams.”” In the last two years 
Yankees consistently pulverized the 
Cleveland Indians, and when the Browns 
bobbed up this season the Hugmen at- 
tended to them personally and convinc- 
ingly. The Giants last year won the 
ennant by their ability to beat the 
irates. This season they knocked off 
the Cardinals four out of five here and 
three straight in St. Louis. When the 
Pirates threatened strongest on the last 
Western jaunt of the Giants, the cham- 
pions beat the Buccaneers two out of 
three, and then moved along to Chicago 
to dampen the Cubs’ pennant hopes. 

Both teams are accustomed to winning 
important series, and as far as morale 
goes the 1922 meeting between them 
ought tobe a, real pitched battle. 

The Giants strike one as the better- 
balanced team of the two. They have 
no great outstanding star, and their 
strength is nicely distributed among the 
eight players. Frisch was out for six 
weeks this year, but Rawlings jumped 
in and the team won twenty out of twen- 
ty-four games. Groh was hitting and 
fielding well when he went out for a 
long period. But the Giants kept win- 
ning. Douglas was lost, as was Stengel 
temporarily, and also Young. But 8

them going.

BETTING ON SERIES 
IS NOT YET LIVELY 


Both Teams Have Plenty of 
Supporters, but They Can- 
not Agree on the Odds. 


With both camps holding out for better 
odds, betting on the world’s series has 
been anything but lively thug far. There 
has been plenty of talk and both teams 
apparently have supporters who are 
willing to back their opinions. Never- 
theless, few bets have been placed. The 
explanation, as usual, lies in the ques- 
tion of odds. Backers of the Giants want 
8 to 5. Those who like the Yanks are 
unwilling to give better than 7 to 5, and 
the result is a stand-off. 

At this time there seems to be more 
American League money, and a wide- 
spread opinion prevails that the strong 
Yankee pitching staff will be the de- 
ciding factor in the series. The sporting 
element of the city has stood behind 
McGraw’s teams for years, however, and 
it is unlikely that the American League 
money will go begging for long. 

The big bettors who won so heavily on | 
the Giants last year will probably be} 
dcwn on McGraw’s team again when} 
game time rolls around next Wednesday, | 
but right now they are holding back, | 
heping that many of those so anxious to} 





will weaken and give 8 to 5. While, in 
a few isolated cases, this may happen, 
the general trend is quite likely to be 
just the other way.

shorten and not iengthen. | 

They argue that in a short series the | 
element of luck will be such a factor 
that odds of better than 7 to 5 cannot 
reasonably be hoped for. It is a base- 
ball tradition, they say, that the team 
winning the opening game wins the se- | 
ries, and if the Giants were to win the 4 
first game they feel that an 8 to 5 bet | 
against them would look ridiculous. 
Thus, with so much hinging on the first | 
game and counting the fact that a single | 
game of ball is about the most uncer- | 
tain thing in the world, they count the | 
recipient of any odds lucky. 

The argument is sound enough if the} 
Giants win the first game, but if, as} 
last year, the Yanks should draw first} 
blood. an 8 to 5 bet on Huggins’s team | 
would look good. In the -history of | 
world’s series contests there has been 
only one instance where the team which |} 
won the first game was not favored to | 
win the series. That was back in 1914, | 
when the Braves beat the Athletics four 
straight and upset what looked to.be 
the surest thing that ever happened in,

each season of America’s national sport. 
From a: modest beginning in 1903 the | 
world’s series has developed into the | 
great classic that yearly attracts thou-| 
sands of fans from all sections of the} 
country and brings thousands of dollars 
into the coffers of the club ‘owners. 


After winning the pennant in the 


American League in 1903, only three 
years after the Johnson circuit had 
been organized, the Boston Club chal- 
lenged the Pittsburgh Club to settle the 
supremacy of the diamond. The chal- 
lenge was accepted and the Boston Club 
won five of the eight games played in 


the first world’s series, The gross re- 
ceipts for the series totaled more than 


$50,000 and this sum was contributed 
by 100,429 fans. These were

j . considered truly remarkable at the time, 


— eighteen years later when the New 
ork Giants and the New York Yankees 
met at the Polo Grounds to decide the 
world’s championship of 1921 the enor- 
mous sum of $900,233 was paid by 269,- 
976 fans to witness the eight games. 
Since 1903 eighteen series have been 


played, and these have been staged an- 
nually except in 1904, when no szerics 
was arranged. Of the eightcen series 
the American League teams have won 
eleven while the National Leaguers have 
been successful in seven. A total of 
117 games have been played by the rival 
clubs in the world’s series, and of these 
the American League entries have won 
fifty-seven and the National League 
clubs an even fifty. During the elghteen 
years of world’s series history more 
than five and a half mitlion dollars have 
been paid to witness the games. 

Greater New York has been repre- 
sented in the annual classic by nine 
teams, but only on two occasions has 
the championship of the universe come 
to this city. Both times it was won by 
the Giants under the leadership of. John 
McGraw. In 1905 the Giants defeated 
the Athletics for the title and last year 
they were triumphant over the Yankees. 
The Giants also captured the National 
League championship in 1911, 1912, 1913 
and 1917, but on each occasion they 
bowed before the rival American League 
club. The Brooklyn Robins won the 
National League pennant in 1916 and 
1920, but they, too, were unable to over- 
come the rival club in the annual classic. 
Last year the Yankees won the pennant 
for the first time in the history of the 
American League, but were beaten for 
the world’s title by the Giants. 


Bed Sox Have Best Record. 


The Boston Red Sox hold by far the 
best record for world’s series compe- 
tition, with five victories and no de- 
feats. In 1903, 1912, 1915, 1916 and 1918 


the Boston Club triumphed over its 
Wational League rival in the annual 
classic of the diamond. The Boston 
Braves, Cleveland Indians and Cin- 
cinnati Reds each have one victory to 
their credit and no defeats. The Chi- 
cago White Sox rank next with two 
victories and one defeat. The Phil- 
adelphia Athletics were successful in 
three world’s series and were beaten 
in two others. The Pittsburgh Pirates 
won once and lost once. The Chicago 
Cubs were victorious in two of their 
five appearances in the Autumn strug- 
gle. The Giants, who have played in 
more world’s series than any other 
club in either League, won twice in six 
attempts. . The Detroit Tigers took part 
in three series, but were beaten on 
each occasion. The Brooklyn Robins 
were defeated twice and the Yankees 
and Phillies each have one defeat on 
their world’s series record and no vic- 
tories. 

With: the exception of the series of 
1908, when Pittsburgh defeated Detroit 
by four games to three, and the series 
of 1912, when the Red Sox beat the 
Giants by the same tally, on each oc- 
casion the winning club has had a 
margin of at least two games over its 

eaten rival. ‘The only club to make 
@ clean sweep of the annual battle 
is the Boston Braves, who accom- 

lished this feat against the Athletics 

n 1914. The Chicago Cubs defeated the 
Detroit Tigers by four games to none 
in 1907, but these two teams also en- 
fSased in a tie game that year. 

Of the sixteen teams in the major 
leagues each has taken part in at least 
one world’s series, with the exception 
of the St. Louis Browns and Cardinals 
and the Washington Senators. Nine of 
the thirteen teams that have competed 
fn one of the annual clashes has won 
at ledst one world’s championship. 
These clubs are the Giants, Red Sox, 
Braves, Indians, Reds, White Sox, Cubs, 
Pirates and Athletics. 

It was in 1905 that the great Christy 
Mathewson brought the first world’s 
championship to New York by defeat- 
ing virtually single-handed the Phila- 
deiphia <Athiectics, champions of the 
American League.

First Intracity Series. 


In 1906 the first intracity series was 
played with the Chicago Cubs and the 
Chicago White Sox as the contending 
teams. ‘The American Leaguers won the 
championship by four games to two. In 
the following year the Cubs again won 
the National League pennant and de- 
feated the Detroit Tigers in the post- 
geason struggle by four games to none. 
‘ The first game of the series ended in a 
tie at 3 to 3 after twelve hard-fought

Setter the Giants had been nosed out 
by the Cubs in the National League 
pennant race in 1908, Mordecai Brown 
and Orval Overall pitched the Chicago 
club to another victory over the Tigers 
in the world’s series of that year. he 
Cubs won four of the five games| 
played. Overall won two of the games, 
the second and the fifth, while Brown 
was the victorious pitcher in the fourth 
contest, shutting out his opponents with 
four hits. 

Again pitching was a deciding factor 
in the series when, in 1909, Babe Adams | 
twirled the Pirates to victory over the} 
Tigers, who had won the American 
League pennant for the third successive 
year. Adams accounted for three of 
the four victories gained by his team, 
winning the first, fifth and seventh con- 
tests. That was the first series to be 
decided by one game, the Pirates win- 
ning by four games to three. 

The great pitching of Jack Coombs 
and Chief Bender played an important. 
part in the series of 1919, in which the 
Athletics triumphed over the Chicago. 
Cubs by four games to one. These two 
stars pitched the entire series. Coombs 
winning three games and Bender win- 
ning one and losing one. 

Then came the series of 1911, in which 
the Giants went down in defeat before 
the Athletics by four games to two. The

After the score had 
been tied at the end of the ninth in- 
ning of the final game, the Giants took 
the lead in their half of the tenth. 
Harry Hooper robbed Larry Doyle of 
a home run when he leaned over the 
fence at Fenway Park and speared a 
vicious drive. In the Boston half of 
the tenth inning Clyde Engel was sent 
in to bat for Joe Wood, who had been 
injured in the first portion of the 
inning. Engel lifted a high fly to centre 
field for what should. have been an 
easy catch, but Snodgrass then made 
his famous muff and thus paved the 
war for the Giants’ downfall. Engel 
too two bases on the error. Snod- 
grass made a heroic effort to redeem 
himself by making a great catch of 
Hooper’s fly, but the inning was not 
yet over. Steve Yerkes drew a base 
on balls from Mathewson. Speaker 
raised an easy foul fly, which Merkle 
should have caught for the second out, 
but the ball fell to the ground and 
Speaker then singled and scored Engel 
with the tying run. Yerkes reached 
third on the hit and brought the winning 
run across on Garner’s sacrifice fly to 
Josh Devore. 

The Giants captured their third suc- 
cessive League championship in 1913, 
only to fall before the Athletics in the 
world’s series by four games to one. The 
feature of this series was the great ten- 
innin itching duel between Mathewson 
and § die Plank in the second game. 
The Giants scored three runs in the 
tenth and evened the series, but it was 
destined to be their only victory. Chief 
Bender pitched the Philadelphians’ to 
two of their four victories in that serles. 

When the Giants seemed well on their 
way toward their fourth pennant in 
1914 the Boston Braves, who were in 
last place in July, siiddenly staged a 
sensational spurt and, aided to a great 
extent by the remarkable pitching of 
Rudolph, James and Tyler, swept 
through to the League champlonship. 
Then, to the astonishment of all fol- 
lowers of baseball, they defeated the 
supposedly invincible Athletics in four 
successive games in ‘the ‘world's series. 
It was this crushing defeat that caused 
Connie Mack to wreck his great base- 
ball machine. 

Boston acquired another world’s cham- 
pionship in 1915, but this time it was 
the American League club that brought 
the title to the Hub. In the series of 
that year the Red Sox defeated by 
four games to one the Phillies, who, 
under the leadership of Pat Moran, 
had won their first pennant. ~<Inci- 
dentally, it was the great playing of 
Dave Bancroft, present captain of the 
Giants, that was one of the most,{im- 
portant factors in the winning of the 
National League championship by the 
Philadelphia Club. 

The Red Sox repeated their world’s 
series victory in. 1916, defeating the Rob- 
ins, champions of the National League, 
by four games to one. Brooklyn scored 
its only victory in the series in the third 
game. In the second game Babe Ruth 
won a great fourteen-inning pitching 
duel from Sherrod Smith, allowing the 
Robins only six hits. 


White Sox Defeat Giants. 
In 1917 the Giants again captured the 
National League championship, but once 
more were beaten in the world’s series, 


this time losing to the Chicago White 


Sox by four games to two. Urban Faber 
defeated McGraw's team in the second 
game and also in the sixth and decid- 
ing contest. 

The Red Sox won their fifth world’s 
championship in 1918, defeating the 
Chicago Cubs by four games to two. 
Babe Ruth was the winning pitcher in 
the first and fourth games, while Carl 
Mays, now of the Yankees, twirled the 
Boston team to victory in the third and 
sixth contests. 

After the American League teams had 
won the world's championship for four 
successive seasons, the Cincinnati Reds 
brought the title back to the National 
League by defeating the Chicago White 
Sox in the crooked series of 1919 by five 
games to three. The third and sixth 
games were won by Dickie Kee, the di- 
minutive Chicago southpaw, and Eddie 
Cicotte, who later was banished from 
organized baseball for participating in 
the throwing of the series, was the win- 
ning pitcher in the seventh contest. 

The championship went back to the 
American League in 1920, when the 
Cleveland Indians, under the leadership 
of Tris Speaker, defeated the Brooklyn 
Robins by five games to two. Stanley 
Coveleskie pitched the Indians to vic- 
tory in the: first, fourth and seventh 
games. Features of the series were 
the unassisted triple play made by Bill 
Wambsganss of the Indians in the fifth 
game and the home run with the bases 
filled made by Elmer Smith of the In- 
dians in the same contest. 

Then followed the great series of 1922 
between the Giants and the Yankees, 
which is still fresh in the minds of the 
great majority of fans. The Giants won 
the series by five games to three, after 
having lost the first two contests. Jess 
Barnes and Phil Douglas each won two 

ames for the present champions. 

Vaite Hoyt defeated McGraw’s team 
in the second and fifth games, only to 
bow to Arthur Nehf in the eighth and 
deciding battle.

Smashing through tke Ursinus line 
almost at will, Columbia University’s 
big football team opened the season in a

CONTEST IS HARD FOUGHT 


Strawbridge Ties Game in Seventh 
Period and Makes Winning Goal 


In Elghth—Score Is 7-6.

WESTBURY, L. I., Sept. 30.—In a 
hard-fought battle the Shelburne team 
this afternoon defeated the Anglo-Amer- 


ican Mastcott combination on Interna- 
tional Field of the Meadow Brook Club 


in the final polo match for the Monty 


Waterbury Trophy and individual prizes 
by 7 goals to 6. The teams were evenly 
matched, and It was not until the final 
whistle blew that the issue was decided. 
Easteott started away with a two-goal 
lead, but the American plavers equalized 


in the second pertod, They went ahead 
in the fifth, but Kastcott quickly tled 


and again took the lead. — 
Strawbridge’s goal for Shelburns once 
more tied the game in the seventh period, 
when he had a free hit after a safety, 
and his goal at the very start. of the 
final period won the game for his team. 
There was little to choose between the 
two combinations in any department of 
play, and it was the fortune of war that 
decided the’ contest in favor of Shel- 
burne, rather than any decided superior- 
ity. Strawbridge was fortunate in that 
his penalty stroke after an Eastcott 
safety soared high over the heads of his 
opponents, way out of the reach of East- 
ecott mallets. Lockett was unfortunate 
when his penalty stroke skimmed along 
the turf and was deflected by the mal- 
lets of the defenders of the south goal. 
No. player stood out conspiouously 
above all others, but young Bobby 
Strawbridge, at back for the winning 
team, probably Fieyes the finest gaine 
of his career. His defense was superb, 
and he rode with dash and stroked with 
power and atcuracy when he came up 
into the game in command of the ball. 
But Lockett, too, was a great back, just 
as good as he was in his last match, and 
his duels with Louis Stoddard were re- 
minders of past bloodless battles be- 


tween the two famous Internationalisis. 


Sanford Misses Many Shots. 


Strawbridge’s goal for Shelburne once 
Senford in the early stages of the game, 
and the youthful Eastcott No. 1 was 
missing many shots in his anxiety to 
get away long strokes.

Kenmore was built about 1752, 
that was the year Colonel Lewis bought 
the land on which it stands. It is 
brick, a beautiful specimen of Colonial 
architecture, with its walls two feet 
thick, its large handsome rooms and its 
interior woodwork finished with the 
most exquisite refinement of detail. 

But its chief interest lies in its asso- 
ciation with General Washington. His 


frequent visits here to his sister, in spite | 


of his manifold commissions and duties, 
testify to the warm affection which ex- 
isted between them. He designed the 
elaborately ornamental cellings and 
mantels which adorn the house, and sent 
two Hessian prisoners, artisans, cap- 
turned at the Battle of Trenton, to carry 
out his artistic conceptions. 


Colonel Fielding Lewi tas a man 


of large fortune, fine family and great | 


prominence in the Colony, who was pre- 
vented by ill health from taking part in 
the war on the field of battle. The 
ginia Assembly in July, 1775, appointed 
him Chief Commissioner for the Manu- 
factorv of Smail Arms ordered to be es- 
tablished in Fredericksburg. It was in 
working order before the first of the fol- 
lowing year and continued throughout 
the war, furnishing arms and ammuni- 
tion for the troops. He advanced £7,000 
of his own money for this vital enter- 
prise. In a letter written in February, 
1781, he said, ‘‘ But for my advances the 
factory must have been discontinued.” 
At one time he was so embarrassed 
financially that he could not raise the 
money to pay his taxes.

are unable to read and write. 

No more illiterate women will be 
qualified to vote because of the natu- 


ralization of their husbands. In the past! 


the citizenship of the husband, who 
learned in many cases to read and write 
English in the evening school or his 
place of employment, made it possible 
for his wife to vote. 

Another function has been added to 
the public schools, that of assisting in 
determining the fitness of voters. The 
State Commissioner requests that pub- 
licity be given through all types of news- 
papers, English and foreign language, 
through churches and civic organiza- 
tions and through industrial establish- 
ments.

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 30.—Louis

Rules for Guidance of Children. 


Here are twenty-one rules for the guid- 


ance of childten and householders: 


Matches should be kept in a metal 
container away from heat and out of 
reach of small children. 

Stovepipes and chimneys should be 
cleaned frequently’ and kept in proper 
repair. All unused stovepipe holes 
should be closed with a metal cap. 

Flodrs under stoves should be pro- 
tected with metal or other unburnable 
material. 

Walls, céilings and partitions should 
be protected from burning by stoves, 
furnaces and pipes. 

Inflammable rubbish, paper, broken 
furniture, &c., should be removed from 
the cellar, attic and yard to the curb 
and be placed in bundles or contain- 
ers, so that the Street Cleaning De- 
partment may cart it away to the 
dump. 

Metal containers having covers 
should be provided for ofly rags, used 
to polish furniture, also the oil mop, 
to avoid fire caused by spontaneous 
combustion (chemical action). 

The ‘careless smoker should be 
watched. Notice. where he throws 
matches, cigars and cigarettes when 
he has finished them, and put them 
out yourself if necessary. 

You should locate the nearest fire- 
alarm box to your home and learn how 
to send in an afarm. 

Hot ashes should be placéd in metal 
containers, kept away from’ wooden 
partitions and not placed on dumb- 
waiters. ° 

Electric irons an dheating appliances 
should be disconnected after use or if 
the work is interrupted for any reason, 
such as answering doorbell or tele 
phone. 

Fire escapes should not be blocked; 
they should be kept clear and ready 
for use at all times. 

You should inspect, with the other 
members of your family, your own 
home, 80 as to know the location of all 
fire exits, and learn how to use them. 

Do not go into dark closets, bedrooms 
or cellars with lighted ecandies or 
matches. This is a dangerous practice. 

Kerosene should not be used for light- 
ing fires. Kerosene lamps should be 
cleaned, filled and made ready for use 
in the daytime, not at night after they 
have been lighted. i 

Do not use lighted candles on Christ- 
mas trees. Lives have been. lost and 
many homes made sad because of this 
practice. 

The door of the dumbwaiter shaft 
should not be tied back, as this would 
cause the spread of fire by making @ 
strong upward draft. 

Oils, paints, grease or fats should 
not be stored in the house. 

Curtains should be kept away from 
open gas flame; the folding gas 
bracket should be removed from the 
home, and replaced with those of a 
rigid type. 

he use of gasoline, naphtha or bene 
zine is very dangerous. These chemi- 
cals should not be kept in the house. 

Do not place small gas stoves on 
tables unless there is a metal or asbes- 
tos underneath the burners. Stoves 
should be connected with rigid piping; 
the use of rubber tubing is dangerous, 

Do not look for gas leaks with a 
lighted match or candle; such actio 
is likely to result in an explosion an 
serious injury.

OSSINING, Sept. 30.—Guards who keep 


the criminals in Sing Sing are protesting | 


that the salary paid the first-year men 
is insufifcient to live on and prison of- 
ficlals announced today that six of them 
have resigned. 

Warden Lawes will try to replace them 
by selecting applicants from the Civil 
Service list. The men who have thrown 
up the jobs assert that the tost of rent 
for married men or room and board 
for single men around the countryside 
near the prison is too expensive. Guards 
begin with a $1,200 salary and the pa 
increases each year for four years, until 
they receive a maximum of 1,600 per 
year. The complaints come chiefly from 
the first-year men. Besides those who 
have left the prison service, others have 
asked to be transferred to penal institu- 


tions upstate, where rent and food are 
cheaper.

While the tablegshows in the last five 
years a tremendous loss in proportion 
to the number of fires, it was explained 
that this was because of the inflated 
valuation that followed the war.

SAY 2 PARTIES BACK . 
12 LABOR REFORMS 


Socialist and Aaderioan' Les r Plat- 
forms Go Even Further, State 
Organization Declares. 


The New York State Federation of 
Labor has announced that it has been 
informed by the Socialist and American 
Labor parties that the platform and pro- 
gram of these parties -not only include 
the twelve reforms urged by the last 
convention of the State Federation, but 
in many important details ‘‘ have gone 
beyond it in demanding improvement in 
Government and the removal of the ex- 
cessive burdens borne by labor.”’ 

The information, it was said, was sent 
in reply to a request from the New York 
State Federation of Labor that the con- 
ventions of these two parties endorse the 
twelve proposals and incorporate them 
in the respective platforms. To the re- 
quest for endorsement of the demand 
that ‘‘no court injunctions be issued in 
labor disputes unless authorized by a 
verdict of a jury after trial of the 
facts,’’ both parties reply by quoting 
the following plank: 

‘We favor the absolute right of the 
workers to organize, the bargain collec- 
tively, to strike and to picket; we favor 
laws prohibiting the issuance of injunc- 
tions in industrial disputes, and consti-

tutional amendments 
courts of the power to declare 
constitutional.”’ 

Both parties, 
Federation of Labor, pointed out thet 
they refused to recognize the rights of 
courts to issue injunctions against labor 
under circumstances during an in- 
dustrial dispute. Where the State Fed- 
eration calls for the establishment of a 
State insurance fund as the only form 
of insurance for women’s compensation 
in New York State, the Socialist Party, 
the Federation is informed, demands 
State against industrial haz- 
ards unemployment, accident, 
sickness and old age.

EXPLAIN CHILD LABORSTAND | 


Proposed Amendment Different | 


From a Law, Says Committee. 


According to the National Child Labor 
Committee, a misconception with regard 
to the proposed child labor amendment 
to the Federal Constitution needs to be 
cleared up. The committee has noticed 
that there is a misapprehension current, 
arising from the belief that the child 
labor amondment is a bill before Con- 
gress designed to Hmit or prohibft the 
employment of children under 18 years | 
of age. 

The committee calls attention to the 


fact that a constitutional amendment is 
not equivalent to a legiMative act, but 
only gives Congress the power to pass 
such acts as come within the limits set 
Thus, even though 
the amendment be incorporated into the 


; Constitution, no change in the status of 


child labor, as far as the Federal Gov- 
ernment is concerned, is possible until 
legislation based on the amendment is 
passed by Congress. 

The committee points out that it is 
therefore an error to identify the pro- 
posed amendment with a child labor act 
or t6 anticipate chtid labor restrictions 
on the strength of the amendment alone. 





WAGES MEASURED IN| 
RUSSIAN PAPER RUBLES 


Russian Trade Organ Says Real' 
Wage Declined Two-T hirds 
in Four Months. 


The Russian trades union organ Trud 
contends that average wages of Russian 
workingmen, measured in prewar rubles, 
declined from 10.88 rubles in Novem- 
ber, 1921, to 9.79 in January, 1922, and 
to 4.25 last March. Actual wages are 
thus shown to have been reduced 61 
per cent., or almost two-thirds, during 
the period from November to March. 
It is admitted that many wages have 
been increased very considerably, but 


that, prices have risen wholly out of 
proportion. | 

The rise in gs wages is calculated 
as a fifteen-fold increase, while prices 
have advanced fifty times. On the basis 
of what are described as official sta- 
tistics, it is asserted that the Russian 
worker receives at present onl one- 
tenth of the actual wages of 1914. The

Furthermore, while there is as yet in 
no country any effective democratic 
control of the details of foreign policy, 
there is an increasingly greater measure 
of democratic control over the decisions 
of, peace or war. In no nation can the 
mass of the voters prevent the Govern- 
ment from»getting into a hole, but the 
reaction of British public opinion to the 
recent Near Eastern crisis and to the 
Russian invasion of Poland in 1920 sug- 
gests that from now on British Govern- 
ments cannot be sure of obtaining 
popular approval for the defense of 
what used to be considered vital inter- 
ests of the empire. 


In fact, no workable solution has yet | 


been devised which will make the Straits 
“free” both to the Powers that use them 


| for transit and to the occupants of Con- 


stantinople. Fortifications that protect 
the city could close the Straits to navi- 
gation; disarmament leaves the city 
open to naval attack. And under pres- 
ent conditions it is gravely to be doubted 
if France would go to war because of 


England because of a Russian raid. 

On the other great problem of revived 
Turkey, the national and racial minori- 
ties, KEMAL proposes a reciprocal ex- 
change.

great operation seems the only way to 
end the incurable hostilities of races 
and creeds, which are only embittered 
by the temporary triumph of one side 
or the other.

Kemat has shown that he is 
an organizer of victory; some of the 
members of the Cabinet and leaders in 
the Assembly have modern ideas, though 
they have shown as yet little ability to 
carry them out. , But the great mass of 
the Turks remains what it has always 
been; the fate of Smyrna suggests that 
the good intentions of the leaders are of 
less importance than the stubborn fanat- 
icism of the average Turk.

VANISHING WILD LIFE. 


Dr. WiLuiaM T, Hornapay, Director of 
the New York Zoological Park, and Dr. 


ALWIN K. HaaGNer, Director of the Na- | 
tional Zoological Gardens of South Af- | 


rica, have issued “a warning and an 
appeal” to prevent the extermination of 
South Africa’s “finest game.” There 
are two reasons why Dr. HORNADAY in- 
tervenes: He is a champion of wild life 
in any part of the world, and he would 
persuade American sportsmen who con- 
template expeditions to South Africa to 
join the ranks of the conservationists by 
advocating rational protective laws. The 
impression that big game is over-abun- 
dant in South Africa has no foundation. 
It is calculated that only 200 specimens 
of the handsome antelope known as the 
bontebok survive. Other antelopes, the 
inyala, black wildebeest, Vaal rhebok 
and eland, are becoming scarce. “ Noth- 
“ing but quick, energetic and drastic ac- 
“tion will save them to the fauna of 
“their native land,” says Dr. HORNADAY. 
There should be, he urges, a three-year 
close season “on all scarce game” from

vousness. She finds sex discrimination 
in the church, in business, in labor, in 
the professions and in politics. It must 
be stopped! 

Men must cease to dictate everywhere; 
in the judiciary, in the Senate and even 
in the White House. I do not urge now 
that a woman be made President of the 
United States. It does not seem to me 
to make much difference if a woman is 
President or not, but if the right woman 
came forward—some one better fitted to 
head the Government than any available 
man—I should say: ‘‘ Make her President 
regardless of sex.’’ I certainly think we 
have in this country, even now, women 
more fit to fill the Presidency of the 
United States than the last few men who 
have filled it. But that is all a question 
of the future. At the moment it is un- 
important. The important thing is to 
break down the barriers which prevent 
women from utilizing, for the good of the 
human race, all their energies, capabili- 
ties and talent. 

Mrs. BELMONT sees more barriers than 
are visible to some of us; but she is 
perfectly clear, comprehensive, logical 
and determined. Women had better stay 
out of politics if they. are simply to imi- 
tate men in politics. Better have no 
vote, she says, than “scramble for jobs 
instead of fighting for principles.” That 
is sourd counsel, if of perfection. But 
what is to become of Man, the dictator 
and monopolist—that was—if Mrs. BEL- 
MONT can organize a union of women 
against the union of men?

policing large tracts of wild land is 
arduous; the natives, with snares, 
traps and droves of mongrel dogs, “‘ de- 
“stroy annually an enormous number 
“of heads of game, chiefly young ani- 
“mals.” It has been estimated that only 
twenty-five specimens of the white or 
square-mouthed rhinoceros are now alive. 
There may be a thousand of the inyala, 
a beautiful antelope, remaining in Zulu- 
land. A few hundred mountain zebras 
may be found in the mountainous coun- 
try of the Cape Province. The black 
wildebeest is found only on fenced farms 
of large area, and the deer types, grys- 
bok and Southern oribi, exist in small 
numbers because they are afforded as 
much protection as is practicable. 

A word should be said in praise of 
those Boer farmers who are interested 
in the preservation of wild life. The 
game-inhabited farms they inherited, or 
have acquired, are fenced and patrolled 
to perpetuate the mountain zebra and 
several kinds of antelope. But there are 
other landholders who abuse the privi- 
lege of legalized free-shooting, using the 
automobile to overrun the veldt. Dr. 
Hornapbay thinks that hunting by every- 
body, including proprietors, should be 
restricted to definite open seasons. “In 
Africa, as in America,” he maintains, “a 
“ great many men are not to be trusted 
“with free-hunting privileges.” Since 
the war indifference to the protection of 
wild life has increased in South Africa. 
Great battues have occurred. Sport has 
degenerated into slaughter. In 1920 
there was an organized “drive” in Na- 
‘tal which resulted in the killing of herds 
of zebra and other large game, including 
six of the few white rhinoceroses left 
south of the Equator. It was excused on 
the ground that the damage to cattle 
from the tsetse fly must be stopped; 
but its ravages continued and were ap- 
parently worse than ever. 

Dr. Hornabay thinks that the automo- 
bile has become “ more deadly than the 
rifle.” In finding the game and bring- 
ing it under fire “the automobile is 
merciless.” All the more reason why 
the laws should be made stringent and 
vigorously enforced. He submits that 
“the people of South Africa are no 
longer on the frontier of civilization,” 
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and with their flocks and herds can sub- 
sist without “wild meat.” Dr. HAaGNER 
concludes that “unless the reserves in 
“South Africa are nationalized, we can 
“say good-bye to many beautiful forms.” 


AMERICAN LAW FACTORIES. 


The statisticians of Congress inform 
us that 18,711 bills were introduced in 
the session just adjourned, and that one 
in thirteen was enacted. Many instances 
show that the proportion of bills to laws 
is excessive. The plague of legislation is 
increasing. When it is considered that 
forty-eight State Legislatures rival Con- 
gress in industry, the flood of laws is 
appalling. In vain do jurists warn the 
legislators that they are defiling the 
fount of the common law and summon 
lawyers. to study the statute book. No 
lawyer is equal to the task. Labor thinks 
there are too many lawyers in Congress; 
capital thinks there are too many union- 
card Congressmen; business thinks there 
are too few business representatives. 
President HarpING thinks there is too 
much group government. 

There is little responsibility for Amer- 
ican legislation. Any one can introduce 
a bill with hardly more formality than 
posting a letter. The Senate has been 
informed that it costs $7 to introduce a 
private bill, and many of them are in- 
troduced again and again. It cost 
$860.85 for each bill passed at the 1921 
session of the New York Legislature. 
They do these things better in England. 
There is a fee of $25 merely to offer a 
private bill for examination, and $25 
more to hand it to the Clerk of the

FLYING BY NIGHT. 
To the Editor The New York Times: 

Referring to the recent Martin bomber ac- 
cident, night flying in itself is not particu- 
larly dangerous if the ground is properly 
illuminated. The recent accident was due, 
in the opinion of observers, not to lack of 
illumination, but to the wrong kind. The 
conditions were a low, thin bank of fog, not 
more than ten or fifteen feet high, through 
which the stars and the flying planes could 
easily be seen by any observer on the 
ground, yet seemed to stand around the field 
like a wall over which even the flames of 
the burning wreck could be seen. 

The ground was not illuminated. Instead, 
a bank of floodlights from the roof of the 
highest hangar threw a wide band of dif- 
fused light over the top of the fog. It is 
evident that to the aviator the field must 
have appeared like a continuous cloud-bank.

Why the ex-Kaiser’s Impending 
Marriage to Princess Schoe- 
naich-Carolath Arouses Protest. 


BOTH OF TAINTED STOCK 


Insanity More Common in House of 
Ruess Than In Those of Other 
Former European Rulers.

Now that the impending marriage of 
ex-Himperor Willlam to the widowed 
Princess Schtnaich-Carolath, formerly 
Princess Herminie of Reuss, has been 
formally announced as destined to take 
place before the end of the year at 
Doorn, it may be pointed out that there 
are many objections ta the union so 
soon after the death of the ex-Kaicer’s 
consort, who had won the admiration of 
every one in Germany and abroad by 
the complete devotion and unselfish care 
and affection which she had lavished 
upon him,

husband and for her children. 
else mattered much, and 
may have taken exception to the nar- 
rowness of her religious views, and to 
her intolerance of denominations of re- 
ligion other than Lutheranism. no one 
can deny that she was an altogether in- 
comparable wife and mother. Her chil- 
dren still cherish her memory and they 
concentrated upon her the affection, 
which they only grudgingly accorded 
lo their father. Their mother was to 
them the ideal of everything, as their 
father—well, he was the Kaiser, that 
Was all, 
Lunacy ih Bride’s Family. 

On the other hand, the bride-elect of 
the so-called imperial hermit of Doorn 
belongs to a family in which lunacy is 
rife. For her only brother, Henry XXIV. 
of Reuss, formerly soveréign ruler of 
that Principality, is deaf, dumb,.imbe- 
cile and blind, the latter affliction hav- 
ing been brought about in a particularly 
tragic manner. 

As an only son, in spite of his being 
Geaf and dumb, he was idolized by his 
mother, a Princess Ida of Schaumburg. 
Lippe, and when, as a young boy, it 
was decided to submit him to an operas 
tion to cure some defect of his eye—a 
equint or something of the kind—his 
mother insisted on holding him on her 
knees while it was being performea. 
At the most critical moment of the 
operation, her terror and grief at the 


sight of the cutting which was being | 


done, caused her to make a sudden 
movement of horror and of dread, which 
had the effect of driving the oculist’s 
lancet deep into the eye, in such a man- 
ner as to blind the child and also, it is 
believed, to injure the brain. 

At any rate, Prince Henry XXIV. of 
Reuss's imbecility and complete blind- 
ness date from that time. The Princess, 
overwhelmed with remorse, -died not 
long afterward of grief, while the 
father, Prince Henry XXII., himself a 
crank to the point of lunacy, was so 
sensitive about this affliction of his only 
son that he would never allow the 
young fellaw’s condition to be referred 
to in any way, and even refused any 
special prayers to be offered up for his 
recovery, in any of the churches of his 
dominion. 

This father of Princess Herminie was 
80 autocratic that he would not allow 
a house to be built in his capital of 
Greiz or a trea to be cut down, without 
his sanction, and insisted upon person- 
ally administering the birching and can- 
ing of the public school children, both 
boys and girls, at his palace, on the 
ground that. as father of his country he 
alone was qualified for the task.

nished so many subjects for ridicule as 
that of Reuss. The house of Reuss has 
always been a favorite theme of every 
comic paper in Germany, and until 1018 
its members were a perfect godsend to 
the caricaturist. 

Thus, the twin principalities of Reuss- 
Greiz and Reuss-Gera, separated from 
one another, yet ruled by members of 
the same dynasty, were the only ones 
in Europe where Court mourning ex-~- 
tended to the underclothes: that is to 
say, when Court mourning was ordered, 
the various dignitaries and officials 
were expected to wear not only black 
outer garments, but even black-bordered 
shirts and handkerchiefs in the case of 
men, and equally sombre ‘‘ dessous "’ for 
the women. This was strictly enforced, 
and any non-observance of the regula- 
tion was both resented and punished. 

Etiquette and ceremonial reached fan- 
tastic proportions at the Courts of 
Reuss-Gera and Reuss-Grelz, and as an 
instance thereof I have before me an 
old copy of the ‘ Official Gazette ’’ of 
Reuss-Gera, in which it is stated that 
“The All-Highest '' (meaning not the 
ex-Emperor but the Prince of Reuss) 
‘‘in token of his satisfaction and rec~ 
egnition of the services of a veteran 
fireman, had had the high merey and 
graciousness to reward him by deigning 
to extend his own All-Highest hand 
to be kissed.’’ 

Of course, the comic papers in other 
German States were quick to ask why 
the Prince of Reuss should have ex~ 
tended his own hand, instead of giv- 
ing somebody else’s hand, to be kissed 
by the fireman, and _ printed widely 
verses to the effect that only in the 
Principalities of Reuss did the sov- 
ereigns know how still to reward in 
a fitting manner real services to the 
nation and to the State. 

All Are Named Henry. 

All the princes of the twin, formerly 
sovereign, houses of Reuss bear the 
name of Henry, in honor of Emperor 
| Henry VI, who raised Erkenbert, Lord 
of Weida and Count of Plauen and of 
Loebenstein, to petty sovereign and vas- 
sal rank nearly 800 years ago. 

Toward the close of the thirteenth cen- 
tury Count Henry of Plauen married a 
daughter of Grand Duke Brzetislaw IV, 
of Poland and of a Russian Princess, 
and on the strength of this union Count 
Henry of Plauen was nicknamed “ the 
Russian,’’ while the children of the 
union adopted the nickname as a sur- 
name, and used ‘** Reuss’ (standing for 
| Russia) as a patronymic. It was the 
|importance of this marriage, and the 
| territorial possessions that it brought to 
Count Henry of Plauen, that caused him 
| to be elevated to the rank_of Vassal 
| Prince of the Holy Roman Empire. 

} As they were all called Henry of 
Reuss, it was necessary to adopt some 
means of distinguishing them from one 
|another, and this became more than ever 
lnecessary when in the fifteenth century 
ithe family divided into two branches, 
an elder and a younger, both branches 
starting with the number one. In the 
lelder line this has gone on unbroken to 
the present heir, that is to say, down to 
\the blind and imbecile Henry XXIV. of 

Reuss. But fn the younger branch the 
Princes of Reuss have been so numerous 
that a special rule was made to begin 
a new series of numbers with every 
century. 

Thus the eighteenth century_ produced 
Jno less than seventy-four Henrys of 
Reuss, while in the last century there 
were close upon fifty of them. It 
said that when Prince Henry XX. con- 
ltracted a morganatic marriage with the 
|}extremely fascinating French haute 
ecole rider Clothilde Loisset, the star of 
the famous Renz circus, and used to 
address htr in passionate language as 
“Clothilde, my only one!’ she would 
reply to him, laughingly, ‘‘ Henry, my 
own twentieth one!"’ She refused _ to 
quit high school riding, even after her 
marriage, and was accorded the title of 
| Baroness von Reichenfels, being killed 
in the ring. 

Prince Henry. XXXIII. of Reuss, for- 
mer Captain of the German Navy and 
born at Constantinople, spent some time 
in the United States before the great 
war, and was extensively entertained 
here. Married to Princess Marle of 
| Lippe, he is in the immediate line of 
| succession to the throne of the Nether- 
}lands, though it is doubtful whether, fn 
jview of the debates which have taken 
iplace in the States General at The 
| Hague, the Dutch will ever permit any 
| German Prince to occupy their throne.

His home at Greiz was a magnificent 
yet gloomy palace, entirely devoid of 
every vestige of modern comfort. For 
he would not permit any change to be 
made nor any innovation to be intro- 
duced, declaring that it would be a sac- 
rilege to interfere with anything that 
had been good enough for his ances- 
tors. > 

The palace was utterly devoid of hot 
and cold water, of stationary bathtubs, 
of heating apparatus and of modern san- 
itary arrngements, even of the most ele- 
mentary character, while the kitchens 
were situated at such a tremendous dis- 
tance from the dining room that the 
dishes arrived on the table stone cold, 
with their contents uneatable. In fact, 
the existence of his daughter Herminie 
and of her three sisters (two of whom 
contracted mesalliances) was unendur- 
able, until they escaped from the pa- 
ternal home by means of marriage. 

One of the sisters of Princess Her- 
minie became, greatly to the disgust of 
her relatives, the wife of Count Eric 
Kunigl, nephew of one of the former 
Gignitaries of the Court of Reuss-Gretz, 
and they live together at Ehrenburg, 
in Tyrol. Another. sister, named 
Marie, gave her hand to Baron Ferdi- 
mand Gnagnoni of . Klagenfurth, for- 
merly an officer of the Austrian Army. 
Another sister, Ida, married, on a foot- 
ing of equality, Prince Christopher of 
Stolberg, scion of one of the mediatized 
families, that is to say, of the dynasties 
that exercised petty soverig¢n sway in 
Germany prior to the overthrow of the 
Holy Roman Empire by the First Napo- 
leon a little more than a hundred years 
@z0. 


A Prince by Courtesy Only. 


As for Princess Herminie herself, her 
first marriage can also be described as 
@ mesalliiance. For although: her hus- 
band, Prince John Carolath, who was 
killed by a fall from his horse a couple 
of years ago, bore the title of Prince, 
yet he was a mere Prussian noble, and 


did not belong to any mediatized house, 
that is to say, to the ranks of that 
so-called high nobility which was quali- 
fied to mate on equal terms with mem- 
bers of sovereign dynasties. 

As Princess Herminie of Reuss, she is 
in. point of ancestry and lineage fully 
the equal of the ex-Emperor. But as 
the widow of Prince Carolath she is 
merely one of the members of his former 
court, that is to say, the relict of one 
of his mere nobles, With regard to 
her children, the eldest of whom is now 
fifteen, he, as well as his two brothers 
und two sisters, all inherit the rank and 
status of their father, but not of their 
mother 

Insanity in the Reuss dynasty has by 
ho means been restricted to the brother 
and to the father of Princess Herminie. 
¥or the late Prince Henry XIV, of Reuss, 
nfter contracting a second marriage with 
an actress whom he created Baroness 
won Saalburg, who lived only a short 
time afterward, was stricken by some 
brain trouble, which finally developed 
into complete imbecility, in which condi- 
tion he lingered for a number of years, 
the reins of his Government being placed 
in the hands of his son, Crown Prince 
Henry XXVII., as Regent. 

Before the old Prince lost his reason 
he displayed many signs of eecentricity. 
He was a kindly ruler, who abhorred 
militarism, and could seldom be induced 
to adopt the military uniform of a Gen- 
eral, to which he was entitled. He 
manifestly preferred his exceedingly dis- 
reputable-looking umbrella to either a 
sworl or a sceptre, For even in the 
very finest weather hea never stirred 
ebroad without his trusty ‘‘ Regen- 
schirm."’

‘‘ The demand for a disinterested judge 
of the confused situation,’’ said Dr. 
Fowles, ‘‘is patent in Burope today. 
The two princtpals in .the controversy 
seem to be beginning to realize this, 
I am confident that both France and 
Germany would welcome arbitration by 
the United States as the best possible 
solution of the present reparations 

crisis, since neither can get ajl the 
concessions asked. An unbiased Amer- 
ican commission to study the whole 
problem and report on the reparations 
controversy is, specifically, what many 
beople in Europe hope for today. 

“There is a strong feeling in both 
countries that the whole economie sit- 
uation in Europe could be relleved by 
financial aid from the United States as 
a Government, or from a syndicate of 
American bankers acting with Govern- 
ment sanction. 1 believe Germany would 
give to this Government, or to such a 
syndicate, almost any guarantee asked 
for financial assistance that would en- 
able her to pay off the reparations and 
get down to normal industrial activity. 
The Germans look upon their plight as 
natural for a defeated nation. As far 
as I could gauge public opinion there in 
conversations with many types of peo- 
ple, the Germans show no spirit of ob- 
stinacy. They ask that the channels of 
world trade be opened to them, foreign 
soldiers withdrawn, and that they be 
given a chance to recover economically 
so they can pay the debt they owe. 

‘‘The danger of a revolt among the 
industrial population of Germany, which 
numbers some 20,000,000, is far greater 
than is realized in this country. The 
threatened stagnation of German indus- 
try, due to the financial situation and 
the lack of raw materials, will bring the 
crisis to a head, 

‘The French point to the splendid 
crops now maturing in Germany as evi- 
dence of the country’s economic se- 
curity, and declare there is enormous 
German wealth in other countries which 
ought to be considered. They question 
iif these investments were not made 
with the idea of escaping responsibility 
in such a crisis as the present. I in- 
quired carefully about this in Germany; 

I talked with many business men and 
they all gave substantially the same 
answer. Most of the wealth so placed 
comprises part of the vast fortune of 
Hugo Stinnes. As a national savior at 
this time, he does not rank very high 
in the opinion of the people. 

“The French are bewildered over the 
enormous increase in their national debt. 
They have gone forward with the repa- 
ration program, expecting to pay for it 
with reparation money. The French 
have received the same advice from 
prominent British and American author- 
ities that they must allow Germany 
some means of ¢6arning the money she 
must pay for reparations. But the 
people in power in France are so ob- 
sessed by the fear of Germany and the 
determination to force her to restore the 
damage done that they are more prone 
to recrimination than argument. 

“It is true that there has been a re- 
vival of religious interest. in Hurope 
which has passed unnoticed in the chaos 
of the restoration period. Flurope needs 
a common language as never before In 

its history, The machinery of transla- 
tion at every trade conference or gov- 
ernment commission seems to clog the 
channels of easy and complete under- 
standing which is the basis of mutual 
confidence. The need of a common lan- 
guage was the most outstanding impres- 
sion gained in my whole tour in Hu- 
rope,”

Major Carroll, Relief: Official, 
Blames Versailles Treaty for 
Balkan Situation. 


SAYS SOVIET CANNOT LAST 


Communiam a Fallure and People 
Know It, He Declares In Re- 
view of Conditions,

A six months’ open season on poli- 
ticlans in Burepe which would permit 
business men and the peoples of po- 
litically antagonistic countries to get.to- 
gether and settle their difficulties 
would do more to restore peace than all 
the panaceas suggested by a dozen con- 
ferences of the powers, is the belief of 
Major Philip H. Carroll, who has just 
returned to the United States from 
Russia. 


*‘ No one can conceive of the political 
hates of Europe unless he hag traveled 
from nation to nation, crossing armed 
boundary lines and finding bitterness on 


both sides,’’ said Major Carroll. ‘‘ The 
Versailles Treaty not only split up the 
Balkans worse than ever but it created 
Balkan States to the Baltic. On my 
trips through them I became more and 
more impressed with the conviction that 
some small nations are not fit for self- 
government and need a stronger nation 
to rule them. When they are broken 
up their mutual antagonisms breed hate 
and war.’’ 

Major Carroll was with the A. F. F., 
and after demobilization spent some 
time in Burope as a civilian observer. 
When the Riga conference of the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration was held in 
August, 1921, he went there with Wal- 
ter. Lyman Brown, European represen- 
tative of the A. R. A., and was in the 
| first small group that entered Russia 
|}in September to organize the feeding 
Stations. He has seen Russia, Poland 
and Germany in the last. year, and finds 
that in all three countries there is a 
| more critical situation than a year ago. 
In his opinion, this is due in part to 
| Bolshevism, as well as to the ‘‘ eye for 
jan eye” olicy of reparations, and 
| partly to e industrial and civic de- 
moralization which has proceeded so far 
that it is harder than ever to check. 


Why Bolehevism Lives, 


**Russia probably will have enough 
food for her own needs next year, but 
j in every other way she is worse off 
than a year ago,"’ he said. ‘‘I am con- 
| Vinced that communism and capitalism 


cannot exist on the same planet. 

1 other nations would stop flirting with 
‘ Bolos,’ the question would settle 
itself. very quickly. 

‘* But under the surface there ts little 

communism in Russia. Money talks 
there, as it does everywhere, and, 
whereas a few of the leaders and some 
of the rank and file may be sincere,

{sm which they talk of so glibly. They 
have abolished the intellectual and 
bourgeoisie, abolished them thoroughly, 
but they are forming a new white-collar 
bourgeoisie of officialdom, and fail to 
see the contradiction of their professions 
;}and acts. They sip their cognac and 
| spend a lot more than their salaries. 
i ** No matter what the Bolsheviki say, 
| I have not seen a single constructive 
| thing they have done in Russia. They 
| cannot be constructive. The whole coun- 
} try is disorganized to an inconceivable 
extent. What government they have 
does not function well. An order may 
come down from a higher office, and if 
those {In the locality where it is received 
choose to obey it, they do so; if not, 
they pay no attention to it. Depart- 
ments are not able to work together— 
they are individualistic. 

‘An instance of how they kill off any 
attempt at a revival of industry or busi- 
ness was seen in the year I was in 
Russia. And that, mind you, in face 
of the fact that many of the communistic 
ideals with which they started have 
been abandoned. When I first went to 
Moscow there were few shops open, but 
soon after the A. R. A. arrived there 
shops began to swing back their shut- 
ters all over the city. They did a good 
business for a time, and then began to 
close again. Why? They were taxed 
out of existence. 

‘The Soviet cannot last; of that I am 
sure, What wiil take its place nobody 
can tell. As for the peasants, they are 
about the only class of people in Russia 
who don’t care what happens, They 


have their land.’"’ 

Major Carroll thinks that the next 
twelve months will decide the fate of 
Europe, as the situation there seems 
much blacker to him now than it did 
a wear ago. He does not see any pos- 
sibility of a Bolshevist invasion of Ger- 
many or the spread of Bolshevism there, 
even in the event of a revolution. 

“The present Government is the best 
friend France ever will have in Ger- 
many,” he said, “but the people, be- 
cause of political events, are unable to 
appreciate that.” 

Major Carroll said he was going out 
to his home in Oregon to rest for a time. 
Then he may go back.

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GIOLITTI ASKS POOL 
OF TECHNICAL SKILL 


Italian Engineer Declares Interna- 
tional Coherence Would Be 
a Result, 


Italy is rapidly becoming an industrial 


nation of first importance, declared Dr. 
Federico Giolitti, famous Italian metal- 
lurgist and ironmaster and son of the 
Premier of Italy, in an interview just 
before he sailed for home after a tour 
of the United States, during which he 
made a close study of American indus- 
trial tendencies. 

During Dr. Giolitti's visit to America 
he conferred with many leading engi- 
neers as to how closer relations might 
be established between his country and 
this. The culminating event of the re- 
ception~in this country of Dr. Giolitti, 
who during the war was managing di- 
rector of the great Ansaldo works at 
Genoa, was a luncheon at the Bankers’ 
Club arranged in his honor by Charles 
F. Rand, airman of the Engineering 
Foundation, and at which he was met by 
the members of the Iron and Steel Com- 
mittee of the American Institute of Min- 
ing and Metallurgical Engineers. 

Then the technical men of all coun- 
tries poo] their efforts for a common 
purpose, Dr. Giolitti said, it would be 
easier to bring about internatbonal co- 
herence in every direction. Distribution 
of products, he thought, was a vital in- 
ternational problem which could be 
largely solved by the coaroperation of 
technical interests. Italy, he added, was 
looking to the United States for mutual 
ald in industrial development. For ex- 
ample, Dr. Giolitti said, Italy has an 
abundance of labor, which America has 
not. On the other hand, America has 
the raw material and fuel, which Italy 
lacks. ‘‘ Why not face the situation as 
it is, and co-ordinate our efforts to 
en advantage?’’ asked Dr. Gio- 
litti. 

Italy has made very 
strides in the iron and steel industry, 
according to Dr. Giolitti, who pointed 
out that marked development had taken 
place recently in electric steel and elec- 
tric iron. High grade pig iron, now a 
formidable competitor in the world’s 
markets,. was being turned out by! 
Itallan plants at low cost. New steel | 
plants are being built for the making of 
ordinary steel, and lakes are being built 
for irrigation, with power as a by- 
product, This by-product, however, 
should not be considered in computing | 
the cost of steel, said Dr. Giolitti. 

Dr. Giolitti teld the engineers that | 
their associates in Italy welcomed the | 
idea of a world engineering union, and | 
he was hopeful that this would be ac- | 
complished. Mr. Rand announced yes- 
terday that exchanges had been proceed- | 
ing with three leading Italian engineer- 
ing societies toward this end, 

Mr. Rand, recently decorated with the | 
eross of the Legion of Honor 
French Government, said he had re- 
ceived assurances of co-operation from 
Sweden and Czechoslovakia, the en-| 
gineers of which countries were anxious 
to join the engineers of the English- 
speaking and other countries in the 
movement for international engineering 
solidarity.

versity. 

Columbia Oval, comprising about 225 
lots on Gun Hill Road in the Bain- 
bridge Avenue and Hast 21ith Street 
section of the Bronx east, was acquired 
in 1896 as an athletic fleld. The univer- 
sity was at that time located at Madi- 
son Avenue and Forty-ninth Street. In 
1917 the oval was turned over to the 
Government as a site for General Hospi- 
tal 1, known as the Columbla War 
Hospital. Columbia University and its 
friends at that time raised approxi- 
mately $800,000 toward qrecting the hos- 
pital buildings, which have since been 
removed. 

The New York Tennis Club for many 
years occupied part of the oval. It was 
also used as a cricket field. The uni- 
versity expected to use the oval as the 
site for a new medical centre, but in 
conjunction with the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital has since acquired several blocks 
at 168th Street and Broadway, formerly

FOUND IN NURSERY OF MAN 


Museum’s Paleontologist Gives 


Basis for Belief That Great 
Desert Cradied Race. 


The monster with the skull five feet 
long, whose remains were found on the 
Gobi desert; was not distinguished by 
mental power and probably had a colos- 
sal eating equipment but a minute brain- 
box, according to Dr. W. D. Matthews, 
Paleontologist of the American Mu- 
stum of Natural History. 

This giant, known as the Baluchithe- 
rium from the fact that its only pre- 
vious remains were discovered in Balu- 
chistan, India, has been represented pre- 
viously by a few leg other 
fragments of a skeleton, but the first 
skull on record is that found by the 
museum party. From the leg bones it 
was identified as a big mammal cf the 
rhinoceros tribe, about the height of a 
big elephant. Unlike the short-legged 
rhimoceros of today, the bulky Balu- 
chitherium stood on long legs like those 
of an elephant. In order to be able to 
browse and root from that height it 
needed a head and neck of tremendous 
Size and length, such as the elephant

DEADLIEST POISON 


Harvard Medical School Finds 
It Million Times Worse 


Than Prussic Acid. 


ONLY 111 DIE IN 22 YEARS 


Better Methods of Canning Reduce 
Danger—Results of Experi- 





ments, Announced. 


That the poison produced by the bacil- 
lus of botulism is about a million times 
as deadly as prussic acid, although not 
so quick in its operation, is indicated 
by experiments at Harvard Medical 
School, in which it has been found that 
very few molecules of the poison, and 
perhaps a single may suffice 
to kill a mouse. 

Two groups of people, one in the 
Bronx and one on Staten Island, have 
been killed in New York City in the last 
two years by this deadliest of poisons, 
and cases have been reported from time 
to time throughout the country. The 
most striking recent case occurred in 


August at Loch Maree, in Scotland, 
where a small jar._of potted food tainted 


with botulism killed eight persons who 
ate of it. Free oxygen kills the germ. 
The poison occurs very rarely, but 


when it does, several persons usually 
eat it and are killed, so that killings by 
this poison frequently attract wide at- 
tention. Its total mortality in a year is 
small. The proper heating of food after 
it is canned kills the germ. If the can 
does develop the bacillus of botulism, 
the poison loses much of its deadliness 
if the food is thoroughly cooked before 
it is eaten. 


‘* Four people living in Staten Island 
were killed by botulism a» little more 
than a year ago, when they ate tainted 
sea food of scme _ kind,’’ said Dr. 
Charles Norris, Chief Medical Ex- 
e.miner. **A year before that, four or 
five people were killed in the Bronx 
by botulism polsoning. The symptoms 
usually take eighteen hours to develop, 
and bear some resemblance to infantile 
paralysis. There is a paralysis of facial 
muscles in both ciseases. Death fol- 
lows usually in four or five days. 
understand that an anti-toxin against 
botulism has been developed in Ohio, 
but it is difficult to use, because the 
symptoms do not develop until the 
poison has progressed. The bacillus is 
not pathogenic; that is, it does not 
grow in the human system, but’ the 
poison which it has already produced 
causes death,” 

The Harvard experiments indicate 
that a single molecule may attack and 
destroy small groups of cells in the 
body of a living creature, the destruc- 
tion of one cell being sufficient to! 
cause death. The experimenters have 
expressed unwillingness to believe their 
own results, though apparently verified 
by the results on many mice. 

Previously it had been reported that 
one-twentieth of a drop of the poison} 
caused death. A single molecule is as} 
small compared to a drop as a drop is 
compared to the water of New York 
harbor. If one molecule has the power | 
attributed to it, it would mean that} 
if a gallon of the poison were uniformly | 
mixed in the waters of the ocean, a 
few drops of water taken from any 
part of the ocean and injected into the 
mouse might kill it. It was found that 
when the solution was so diluted many 
of the doses contained no molecules of 
the poison at all, and it was unlikely 
that any dose contained more than one 
or two molecules, yet 5 per cent. of the 
mice injected with the solution de- 
veloped symptoms of botulism and died. 

The germ that produces the poison} 
was discovered by a Belgian investign- 
tor, Van Emengem, in 1896. Twenty- 
three persons had been taken ill after 
eating ham that had been preserved in| 
brine, and three of them died from the | 
tainted food. Van Emengem was able 
‘to isolate the Bacillus botulinus, and by 
using cultures of the germ he was able 
to produce the same symptoms in ani- 
mals. Dr. Mt. J. Rosenau of Harvard, 
in a receyt article on botulism said: |

“The ordinary furnace does not 
sufficient draft. to produce, satisfactory 
results when buckwheat is used with 
either chestnut or pea coal. 

‘ The exact proportion of small and 
large coal should be determined oy ex- 
perience and by weather conditions. 

“Keep the egg and pea coal in sep- 
arate bins. 

“If you have a good bed of fire, put 
coal on first’ and then add’ a 
smaller amount of pea coal. 

* If the fire is low, put on a little pea 
coal and after a good bed of fire is 
formed add the egg and pea coal as 
abcve. 

* Always carry a layer of ashes on 
the grate to prevent the coal from fall- 
ing through. 

“ Shake the grates with short strokes— 
just enough to remove most of the 
ashes; leave a layer on the grate. 

“Then slightly loosen the fire with a 
poker so that the air can pass through 


“ Allow the fire to burn up brightly; 
then add a little coal. 

“* Allow the fire to burn rather freely 
for about fifteen’ minutes; then fill the 
firebox with coal almost to the Bottom 
of the coaling door. 

“Tf you change your order, or at least 
part of it, to egg. and pea. or egg and 
No. 1 buckwheat, you will get quicker 
delivery as well as save money.”

While the victims frequently show the 
symptoms in from sixteen to eighteen 
hours, they do not always develop be- 
fore thirty-six hours. Weakness, dizzi- 
ness, headache and nausea first make 
their appearance. There is difficulty of 
vision. Patients sometimes see double. 
The eyelids often droop, and control 
over them is lost, so that the sufferer 
can see only by lifting them with his 
fingers. These effects flow from the at- 
tack of the poison on a particular brain 
centre. Other brain centres become in- 
volved. Swallowing becomes difficult. 
The muscles controlling the voice’ become 
paralyzed. The paralysis spreads to the 
lips, tongue and respiration, and the vic- 
tim gasps for breath. In the epd paraly- 
sis of the respiration and the heart be- 
comes complete and there is death. 

Although deaths have been reported 
more frequently from botulism lately, it 
is not believed that the disease is on the 
increase. Deaths of the same kind have 
occurred in the past,: but have been dis- 
missed under the general name of food 
poisoning. CaSes are apt to be infre- 
quent because canners and preservers 
of food have been thoroughly informed 
in methods of treating foods, so that 
danger of botulism does not exist.

August Report of 139 Class .1 
Roads Shows $39,104,119 as 
Net Operating Figure. 


DECREASE WAS DISCOUNTED 


Shopmen’s Strike and 


Freight Rates Cause 44 Per 
Cent. Slump. 


The preliminary report of revenues and 
expenses of 139 Class 1 railroad in the 
United States, representing a total mile- 
age of 176,953, for August shows gross 
operating revenues of $382,711,637, 
against $408,186,665 in the same month 
last’ year, the decrease amaunting to 
@.2 per cent. Total operatnig expenses 
were $316,356,411, against $5vJ,614,824, 
@n increase of 2.2 per cent., while net 
railway operating income totaled $39,- 
104,118, against $70,027,867, a decrease 
ef 44.2 per cent. 

It had generally heen expected in the 
financial district that the August state- 
ments of railroad earnings would make 
unfavorable showings because of the ex- 
tra. expenses incurred by the carriers 
because of the railroad shopmen’s strike 
and becaue of the rduction in gross 
revenues as a result of the lowered 
freight rates. Estimates circulated in 


Wall Street on Friday were to the ef- 


fect that the 201 Class 1 railroads of 
the country would show about $45,000,- 
000 net operating income when complete 
returns were in hand. This would be 
about half the total for the same month 


last year. In view of the following fig- 
ures, Wall Stret takes a more cheerful 
view of the situation, and net income 
in excess of $45,000,000 is expected be- 
eause of the showing made by the 139 
roads, of which 73 were in the East, 
fhe Eastern roads were more affected 
by the strike than were the Western 
roads,

SHORT AGE IN FRENCH 
GRAIN CROP FORESEEN 


Official Estimate That Wheat 
Yield Is Only Two-Thirds 
of Home Needs. 


Special Cable to THE New Yore Times. 
PARIS, Sept. 30.—The Government now 
officially estimates a large deficit in 
the French wheat crop this year below 
requirements. For the country’s home 
consumption 90,000,000 quintals is esti- 
mated to be necessary and this would 


Lowered | 2ormally be raised on a sowing of 5,500,- 


hectares. 

This year, however, owing to thre bad 
weather and other considerations, only 
5,140,000 hectareg were sown, and the 
probable harvest is estimated at 64,- 
000,000 quintals, which would be 30,000,- 
000 below the country’s needs, a short- 
age of one-third. 


PARIS, Sept. 
France’s wheat crop for 1922 is more 
than one-fourth short of last year’s pro- 
duction and nearly oné-tkird under the 
customary annual requirements, accord- 
ing to statistics prepared by the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and officially pub- 


lished today. The rye crop also is in- 
sufficient, but oats and barley are more 
abundant than last year. 

The wheat yield is estimated at 64,000,- 
000 quintals, as compared with 88,000,000 


last year and the country’s normal re- 


quirements of 94,000,000. This is due to 
a reduction of 600,000 acres in the area 
planted, to the small yield per acre and 
to bad weather.

OUTLINES STORE 
PUBLICITY SYSTEM 


Advertising Manager Tells When 
Various Departments 
Are Featured. 


Not the least important of the many 
eystems which go to make up the rou- 
tine; of the modern department store is 
thet pertaining to advertising. The 
method used by one of the leading Fifth 
Avenue stores was described yesterday 
by its advertising manager. 

“ Our present system of advertising is 
the resuit of years of experiment,’ he 
said, ‘‘and.while there are many differ- 
ent ways of solving the problem of let- 
ting the consumer know what the store 
is offering, the method we use bas been 

. found productive of excellent results. 

“ We.plan our advertising on the pre- 
mise that there are certain days of the 
week on which it is best to advertise 
particular kinds of merchandise. For 
example, on Sunday all through the year 
we confine our announcements to wear- 
ing apparel, varying this occasionally 
by devoting a small part of our space 
to furniture or other housefurnishings. 
On Mondays and Thursdays we feature 
furniture, rugs, linens, draperies, &c. 

““On Tuesdays there may also be ap- 
parel announcements, including furs. 
Yard goods, such as silks, woolens, cot- 
tons and ribbons, are given space on 
Wednesdays. Wearing apparel is again 
brought to consumer attention in the 
advertisements on Friday. On Saturday 
eur advertising {is generally small, if 
we do any at all, and it is confined to 
some single line of merchandise. This 
varies from time to time. There may be 
variations from this schedule occasion- 
\ally, but In the main it is adhered to 
‘elosely. 


| “‘Im our advertising we have found it | 


ef marked importance to have all of the 
Mnes advertised of a kindred nature. It 


does not pay, we have found, to make | 


selections of items which are not re- 
feted, as it gives a haphazard appear- 
@nce to the advertisement. 

“Through the use of the definite 
policy outlined above the store buyers 
know on which days of the week they 
are to have space. The advertising of- 
tice sends them a form asking the date 
on which publicity is desired and the 
lineage wanted. The total lineage they 


think they will require during the month 


is also requested. This form is sent 
eut before the eighth of the month for 
the succeeding one; for instance, before 
‘Oct. 8 for the month of November. When 
all of these forms from the buyers are 
in, they are surveyed in relation to the 
advertising appropriation which the 
‘store has made. Each department will 
receive a certain proportion of it, based 
on the previous year and taking into 
account the amount spent then for ad- 
wertising. The percentage of sales, to- 
gether with the total that will be spent 

is year, is also taken into account. 
The advertising manager then cuts or 
increases the amount which the buyers 
have signiifed iney desire. 


“For the purpose of assembling these 
figures into orderly fashion, so that a 


achedule may be prepared, the buyers’ | 


requests, as passed on by the advertising 
manager, go to a clerk who fits them 
into an outline for the month. Thus 
the department knows just where it 
stands as far as disposal of space goes 
for the next month. 


‘‘The buyers have these schedules in | 


their hands by the 25th 
prece<ing the one in which they are to 
advertise. It is then an easy matter 
for them to figure out when they must 
send up their descriptions for the guid- 
ance of the copywriters. This is done 
ene week prior to the day of publication. 
With a keen merchandising sense the 
buyers are called upon to select the 
goods they want to bring to the atten- 
tion of the consuming public. On special- 
ty prepared formis they describe the ar- 
les, giving all of the essential data, 
the price and whether it is a special pur- 
ehase or reduced for the occasion. They 
tiust also tell whether the merchandise 
in the store or not. This is necessary 
use it sometimes happens that a 
pecial purchase has been made that 
will not be delivered before a certain 
time, and the advertisement must then 
be held up until the goods arrive. 

“Under our system we have a copy 
writer who handles women’s apparel 
entirely, and who also is the art director. 
There is another writer for all of the 
so-called ‘ground floor’ merchandise, 
including dress accessories, laces, beads, 
jewelry, yard goods and children’s gar- 
ments. For housefurnishings another 
special writer is provided, as is the case 
with men’s clothing and furnishings. 

“With all of the data submitted by 
the buyers before her, the art director’s 
assistant makes a tissue layout, the 
spaces being arranged in accordance 
with the lineage schedule previously 
drawn up. 

“From now on the process is simpler. 
The art work is arranged for, being 
given to ‘ free-lance’ artists. This gives 
greater variety and freshness than is 
Possible through the employment of a 
regular staff artist. The drawings are 
FA ali cases: made from actual merchan-

“At the time the sketches are made 
the copy writer receives the tissue lay- 
out already prepared. Intelligent and 
persuasive copy is written to fill in the 
space for the text. We believe in clean, 
uncrowded reading matter, which is 
appealing to the eye. The copy is then 
notated for the respective places ac- 
companying the illustrations and goes to 
the production manager for approval. 
The size and kind of type is indicated, 
the art work is assembled and the com- 
bination is then sent to the store’s 
ore compositor. This man makes the 
ine ts for the iilmstrations and sets 
all of the text type by hand. 

“Yn order to preclude the possibility 
of error, proofs are distributed’ to each 
copy writer for careful reading. A 
eloser check is achieved by cutting up 
‘the advertisement into sections and 
aending them to the particular buyers 
egncerned. 

‘Then a unique thing is done. The 
sections of the proofs are given to our 
staff of shoppers and the prices men- 
tioned in them are compared with those 
for similar merchandise in other stores.

SAYS RETAIL CREDIT 
IS NOT A COMMODITY 


Parely a Service Feature, Ar- 
thar Contends, and Should 
Not Be Advertised. 


That the extension of credit to cus- 
tomers of retail stores and shops is a 
service feature and that it should not 
be advertised tothe public as a com- 
modity which can be purchased, are the 
contentions advanced yesterday by H. F. 
Arthur, Assistant Credit Manager for 
Franklin Simon & Co. and a former Vice 
President of the Associated Retail 
Credit Men of New York City, Inc: Mr. 
Arthur's assertions came as a reply to 
a@ question put to a number of credit 
men at the association’s recent monthly 
dinner meeting at the Aldine Club by 
Charles A. Gorman, President of the H. 
Batterman Company of Brooklyn. This 
question was: ‘‘ What are the credit 
men doing to defend the good name of 
credit, and why are not the advantages 
of a charge account advertised to the 
consumer?” 

“The thought that credit should be 
sold,” said Mr. Arthur, ‘‘ cannot prevail, 


because credit is a commodity only in 
the sense of service. When used in 
any other way than that, credit is 
cheapened to such an extent that it is 
no longer a service. When given pro- 
miscuously, either as a result of solicita- | 
tion or advertising, credit has no value | 
whatever. The customer also gets the/| 
impression that oredit extended in this | 
manner is a right due by reason of the 
solicitation, whereas the charge account 
is for convenience only and is a privilege | 
| extended to those who are entitled to it. 
‘*The customer who buys for cash! 
must find it an annoyance to pay the 
money for each article as purchased. In 
some instances disputes arise over er- 
rors in making change. The cash cus- 
tomer distributes her purchases from 
shop to shop, wherever she feels she 
can buy the cheapest. The charge cus-/} 
tomer knows that she does not need the 
cash in hand at the time of purchase 
and, therefore, does not have to post- 
pone her buying until’ the cash is con- 
venient. The charge account therefore 
becomes a twofold benefit, for it is a} 
service to the customer and also sta- 
bilizes the business of the merchant. 
|It enables the merchant to estimate the 





jamount of his future sales and to buy 
accordingly. He knows that his chetee 
customers are repeat customers, while 
ithe purchases’ of the cash patron are 
sporadic. The charge account means 
increased sales, while increased sales 
imean increased turnover of capital and 
|merchandise. This, in turn, means in- 
creased profits for the store. Increased 
| profits make up for the cost of main- | 
jtaining a charge system and any losses, 
Iwhich may occur from 








an occasional | 
}bad_ debt. | 
| **No doubt the questions asked by} 
Mr. Gorman have been. uppermost in| 
the minds of many merchants who look | 
upon the credit department as a hind- | 
rance to volume’in sales and a brake 
on the expansion of the business, believ- 
ing the credit manager to be evercau- | 
tious. Here the ‘ wrong slant’ is given | 
ito the viewpoint of sales. It is con-/| 
|ceded by most merchants that the ad-| 
|vertising manager and the sales man-| 
jager are using every known means to/| 
isell goods, and have gathered from an 
joceasional transaction with the credit | 
;man that he only wants to sell the ‘ gilt | 
jedge risk.’ To certain extent this 
may have been true in the past. The 
imodern credit man, however, is workin 
along different lines. He has linke 
lhis efforts with the service department, 
jbelleving that credit should properly | 
be considered a part of the service of, 
|his establishment. He therefore be- 
iecomes a part of the selling organiza- | 
{tion to the extent that he endeavors to 
{furnish credit service wherever there | 
lis a possibility of ultimate payment of | 
| the bill, even though the risk of col- | 
lecting may, in his opinion, be a_ bit) 
doubtful. It is a well known fact among 
| credit men that 98 per cent. of the 
people are honest, which reduces the} 
jquestion of credit risk to 2 minimum. 
| ** The modern credit man must be a 
| selling factor, and if he will pursue his | 
|work along the lines of service he will 
linerease his charge sales. The credit 
idepartment is essentially a service de- | 
partment of the store. It can do more} 
to build good-will than any other de- 
partment, and good-will is the biggest 
agset any shop can have. A customer} 
remembers good service long after the 
purchased article has been forgotten. 
The bulk of charge business is based on 
prompt payment, and 90 per cent. of 
the charge customers pay promptly. 
Only the remaining small percentage 
must be followed up by the collection 
manager, so let us continue to sell | 
credit service, rather than the idea of 
credit.”

LIKE OUR DENTAL GOODS. | 
About Half of Those Used in Great | 
Britain Are Made Here. 


American dental goods are in high 
favor in Great Britain at the present 
time, and it is estimated -that at least 
50 per cent. of the material and appli- 
ances sold there originate in the United | 
States. During the last two years, how- 
ever, the British dental business has | 
passed through one of the worst slumps 
ever experienced. German competition, 
according to the Journal of the American 


Chamber of Commerce in London, is se- 
rious. The quality of these goods is 
much below that of American or British 
manufacture, but the price is considera- 
bly less. While British dentists would 
not ordinarily purchase German goods, 
present conditions have forced them to 
buy in the cheapest market. 

Another adverse factor that has been 
operative to a large extent recentiy, but 
less so at the present time, is the large 
surplus war stocks imported from the 
United States. These, although sold by 
the British Disposal Board, still remain 
in’ the hands of dealers and dentists, 
and may last for some time.

Governmental 
agencies. This is especially true of co- 
operation in agricultural pursuits, ac- 
cording to Motris L. Ernst of Green- 
baum, Wolff & Ernst, attorneys for the 
New York Market Growers’ Association 
and various other farming interests. 
Few persons realize, Mr. Ernst said 
yesterday, that approximately $900,000,- 
000 worth of. farm products are .mar- 
keted annually in this country on a co- 
operative basis. He continued: 

‘“One of the great. anomalies in the 
economic development of this country 
lies in the fact that the growth of as- 
sociations among farmers has beer 
gfeater than in any other branch of 
our economic life, even though the dif- 
ficulties of maintaining such organize- 
tions are much greater, and the bene- 
fits to be derived are far less than in 
many other fields of endeavor. In some 
States our records show that more than 
50 per cent. of all the farmers in them 
are doing co-operative .marketing. In 
Minnesota, for example, approximately 
40,000 farmers are organized in various 
associations and are marketing their | 
products to-operatively. This is entirely | 
aside from the development of co-/ 
operative elevators and creameries, | 
which -are numerous in Minnesota and 
in many other States. 

“‘ Through co-operative farm organiza- | 


| tions a constant endeavor is made to 


cut out the profits of the middleman. It { 
stands to reason, of course, that the 
work performed by the middleman can- 
not be wholly eliminated but, through } 
co-operation, a great part of the profit,!

“The New York Market Growers’ As- 
sociation has among its members ap- 
proximately one-third of all of the farm- 
ers growing produce in Westchester, Long 
Island and New Jersey who bring their 
stuff to this city for sale. A great many 
farmers in the territory adjoining this 
city fail to bring their produce here be- 
cause of the conditions in the city 
markets. These markets, as shown in 
the recent exposures, are’ run eg 
for the benefit of farmers, but for 
the benefit of speculators and middle- 
men. This is true even though the law 
provides that no one but o farmer or a 
market gardener can procure a permit 
in the Gansevoort and Wallabout Mar- 
kets. The Department of Markets of the 
City of New York is flagrantiy violating 
this provision of the ordinance, with the

A group of tobacco growers 
have just agreed to market their product 
co-operatively. The tobacco is sent to 
@ common warehouse and a committee 
appointed by the Association of Tobacco 
Growers fixes the marketing cost of 
each man’s product. This direct and 
open method of fixing the cost, and thus 
indirectly fixing the selling price, is not 
very different from that employed at 
the famous Judge Gary steel dinners.’ 

Mr. Ernst went on to say that, with 
this explanation, of the situation, it 


| should not be cifficult to visualize the 


reason why the go-called farm bloc in 
various legislative chambers has grown 
to alarming proportions. The surpris- 
ing part of the situation, he added, is 
that the other groups in the community 
who also make a living out of the dis- 
tribution of farm products have failed 
to organize on similar grounds in a 
manner anywhero nearl as effective 
as these combinations of farmers. 
“In New York State,""’ Mr. Ernst 
continued, ‘‘ approximately 15 per cent. 
of the farmers are marketing their 
roduce, or most of it, co-operatively. 
his means that over 25,000 farmers 
are associated with one or another of 
the co-operative organizations in_ the 
State and that the annual value of the 
roduce so marketed is about $50,000,000. 


| New York stands very high in the list 


of co-operative farming States tn_com- 
parison with Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, but the percentage of 
co-operative farming in this State is 
still considerably less than half that of 
the Western, Northen and Central 
States. 

‘““The next step in the co-operative 
sale of products is, naturally, the 
rroup purchasing of farm supplies. In 
1919, the figures of the United States 
Government indicate, over 300,000 farm- 
ers were purchasing their supplies co- 
operatively. In each of more than half 
a. dozen States over 20,000 farmers have 
already established co-operative buying 
syndicates.”’ 


DRESS SALES ARE GAINING. 


This Is Shown by Improved Collec- 
tions and ‘‘Repeat’’ Orders. 


Improved retail conditions In the gar- 
ment field are reflected in better col- 
lections over the greater portion of the 


|country, according to D. N. Mosessohn, 


Executive Director of. the Assoctated 
Dress Industries of America.

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LOW STOCKS HOLD 
STORE SALES DOWN 


Retailers Should Start Filling in 
the Gaps Now, Manufac- 
turer Says. 


One of the chief hindrances to in- 
creased sales on the part of many re- 
tailers throughout the country is the 
fact that their lines of numerous kinds 
of merchandise are incomplete. This con- 
dition, according to an executive of a 
well-known manufacturing concern, {is 
the aftermath of the so-called buyers’ 
strike, but instead of benefiting from 
low stocks, as-many retailers seem to 
think; they are actually losing business 
because of them. 

‘At the present time,’”” this executive 
sald yesterday, ‘‘ business conditions are 
slowly but surely improving, and. the 
average retailer should give serlous con- 
sideration to the stocks he is carrying, 
He should study not only their relation 
to the current consumer demand, but 
also the pyschological effect on many 
customers of being informed that certain 
kinds, colors or sizes of garments, shoes 
or other merchandise they require are| 
not in stock. I am by no means urging 
that retailers should carry excessive 
stocks, or that they should abandon 
caution in buying at the present time. 
However, I do believe that, because 
buyers have been held down to very j 
small allowances, many sales are being 
lost, 

** For example, I heard of a case only | 
the other day concerning a woman in a} 
near-by city who wanted to purchase a 
baby's coat. She visited several of 
the large stores and in nore of them 
was she able to get the color and size 
of~the garment she wanted. In one of 
the stores the desired color was avail-| 
able, but not the size. In others the | 
size could be had, but not the color. Be-| 
cause of her failure to get what .she| 
wanted in the larger establishments, she 
decided to try one of the small stores 
in the vicinity of her home. There the| 
desired garment was found. The same 
woman met with a similar experience in} 
trying to buy certain undergarments, 
which few of the stores in the city in 
question had in either the particular 
style or size desired. These examples 
might be multiplied many times 
throughout the United States in the vain 
efforts of consumers to obtain just what 
they desire in various lines of ready-to- |

Paucity of Supplies in Belgian Mar-| Otherwise the Manufacturer Is Put 


kets Prevented Declines. . 


Prices for-raw flax remain unchangec 
at Ghent, Courtrai and other Belgian 
textile centres last month, practically no 
stocks on hand. While the demand for 
linen and low-count yarns is not active, 
spinners are all engaged until the eng 
of January, and the padding, sheetings 
and dress goods markets are firm, witn 
no deliveries on new orders promised 
until February or March. 

Cotton spinners are showing consider- 
able concern over the American crop 
Situation and are hesitant about pur- 
chasing in the present market. Follow- 
ing the trend of American markets, cot- 
ton prices declined slightly during 
August, while the increase in sales 
caused a sharp upward movement in the

| 50,000 predatory animals in one year: 
The greatest killer of livestock in the

China is moving rapidly forward in a 
business way and her business develop- 
ment rather than her political troubles | 
is the vital factor in the reconstruction 
of the Chinese Republic, according to 
Charles Hodges, Assistant Professor of 
Foreign Trade at the New York Uni- 
versity and an authority on the Far 
Zast. ‘ 

‘‘ China today is superficially a polit- 
ieal bankrupt among nations,”’ Professor 
Hodges assefted. ‘‘ Her Central Govern- | 
ment has become the booty of civil war. | 
Since the close of the Great War its au- 
thority hasbeen persistently disputed | 
by a powerful part of China's 400,000,000. | 
During this period, almost one-half of 
the twenty-one provinces of the Chi- 
nese Republic have declared their inde- 
pendence of Peking’s rule. 

‘* While the Central- Government thus 
reigned but failed to rule there grew 
up in every province a military machine | 
arbitrarily dominating the length and | 
breadth of: the country. These military | 
satraps and their own armies have de- 
fied the National Government 
fought among themselves fot 
power. 

‘* Confronted by the actual power of its 
nominal servants, the Peking régime has | 
become a Government on paper. Pre- 
miérs have been nominated by the arms 
of the victorious military Governors or 


Tuchuns. The Ministries have been 
made by their military patronage. The 
efforts of the many brilliantly competent 
and patriotic statesmen China possesses | 
both north and south of the Yangtze 
River, China’s Mason and Dixon line, | 
have been enguifed in this devouring 
militarism fattening off the troubles of | 
the four hundred millions whose future 
is the key to peace in the East.

‘In reading the results of Mme. 
Bisson on the classical investigation 
which she carried out with the aid of 
Schrenck-Notzing, one finds that there 
were many occasions on which nothing 
was obtained. Results were not meé- 


chanical but were dependent upon a 
very delicate adjustment of conditions 
on the part of the médium, the sitters 
and even the environment. If this was 
so when Eva was in sympathetic and 
customary surroundings, how much 
more it is to be éxpected when the 
conditions are novel and the observers 
unsympathetic or even hostile. 

‘Yet, in spite of these disadvantages, 
Eva was able, both before the pro- 
fessors of the Sorbonne and also before 
the Committee of the 8. P. R. in Lon- 
don, to give results which could only 
be explained upon the utterly discredited 
theory of regurgitation. But if there had 
been no results at all in-either case, 
that would have had no bearing upon 
the question save to show What we 
already know, that they are delicate, 
elusive things which cannot be produced 
to order. Thé positive res8ults are the 
foundations of a science. The negative 
results are nothing at all save warnings 
as to what to avoid.

Poetry Fans 


By GLEN ALLEN 


OUNT me among the lyric 
poets—and my exalted head 
shall touch the stars,” wrote 
old Horace in his day. But 
had he written today he would 

have said: ‘‘ Count me among the 
poets’ poets.” For today every writer 
of verse who aspires to be the Real 
Thing in poesy strives to be num- 
bered among the poets’ poets. The 
poets’ poets, be it understood, are 
the topliners, the big leaguers, the 
stars of the poetry world. Unlike 
the stars of the world of sport, how- 
ever, they are not those who are ac- 
claimed by the hoarse-throated mul- 
titudes. They are rather the Pre- 
cious Few whose work is read, ad- 
mired and understood only by fellow- 
poets—and by poetry fans- 

Poetry fans, of course, are just 
what the name implies—those who 
foliow the game of poesyr 2s haseball 
and tennis are followed by their fans. 
They can tell you the batting aver- 
age of poems in the magazines, the 
league standing, so to speak, of their 
favorites among the poets’ poets 
with as much accuracy as baseball 
fans can tell you the percentage of 
hits made by Babe Ruth and Ty/| 
Cobb. Like other fans, they do not 
themselves play the game, but they | 
know how it should be played. They ! 
know its rules—and they talk its 
jargon. And, like most other fans, | 
they make the world a pretty un- 
comfortable piace for other people) 
who do not knew as much about the 
sport as they do themselves.

The story about Robert Browning’s 
handwriting keeps coming back to 
my mind. Though he wrote before 
1914, he was accounted quite a poet 
at one time, and his work was in 
great demand, despite the fact that 
he had to be called upon frequently

he states it in his preface, has been | 
to give those who read the book as| 
intimate a contact as possible with} 
one of the great men of his genera 

fion. The talks were held at various 
times during the period from 1894 
to 1920, the earlier ones at Riverby 
or Slabsides, and many of the later 
ones at Woodchuck Lodge in the 
Catskills. The range of topics is 
wide, and Mr. Johnson has ar- 
ranged the talks so that all that 
Burroughs said to him on any given 
subject is recorded as if it had been 
said at one time, although that was 
not actually the case.

T was our old friend Peter Ib-

It 
would be amusing if some such 
chronological dislocation could lift a 
1922 undergraduate by the scruff o! 

the neck and set his feet on the 
threshold of his college as it was in 

1822. It would be especially in- 

structive and a little comical if on¢ 

of these well-advertised gin-swig- 
ging, finale-hopping lads, whose only 
sense is the sense of touch, could 
be sent to any American college as 
it was a century before the Scott | 
FitzGerald age. What is wrong with | 
this picture lies in the fact that he| 
could not possibly pass the entrance!

sation slipped him by, could he get} 


through the first stern week with-jin 1813. 


out being admonished by a senior | 
sophister, rusticated by the Presi- 
dent and expelled by the Trustees. 
Indeed, even the soberer and more 
heavily bespectacled of our latter-| 
day youths would have withered in | 
the rarefied air of such a college as 
is implicitly but vividly described in 
this book of documents that tell the 
Hamilton story—thestory of a school | 
reared in the forest primeval when 
our nation was young, a college born 
of faith and pain and blood in the 
days when toddling was something 
done in the nursery. 
This volume is 
speeches, subscription lists, term 
bills, curricula, by-laws, trustee 
minutes and records of the Board 
of Regents, lifted down from the 
shelves of the Hamilton Library, 
dusted off and pored over with af- 
fection and understanding. Does 
that. sound forbidding? Really it 
holds up an arresting picture—now 
amusing, now inspiring, now a little 
saddening—of frontier life in the 
early cantos of the American epic. 
Today Hamilton Campus is a mag- 
nificent spectacle, but it was a sin- 
gle, ,bicak building, long roofless, of 
which the cornerstone was laid by 
that dusty old drillmaster of Wash- 
ington’s troops—Steuben. With In- 
dians agape around “him, he spoke 
the dedicatory words in the forest 
clearing ten miles from.the pretty 
village of Utica, a hamlet of a dozen 
houses. As a seat of learning, it 
could not have teén any great 
shales, and yet how many of this 
Beptember’s freshmen could havé 


made of ald 


met the entrance requirements? 
How many of them, in addition to 
having learned ‘‘ the rules of vulgar 
arithmetic,” could “ read, translate 
and parse Cicero’s select orations, 
Virgil, and the Greek Testament, 
and write true BRatin in prose" ? 
How many could first exhibit proof 
that they were ‘“‘ not guilty of using 
profane language '’? How many 
would be happy in a community in 
which the curfew sounded at 10, in 
which walking abroad of a Sunday 
was a high misdemeanor and in 
which one might not play backgam- 
mon or give way to undue elegance 
of clothing without incurring the 
most painful penalties? Why, if you 
were a freshman at Hamilton Col- 
lege a hundred years ago, you were 
in hot water if word reached the 
Faculty that you had been heard 
swearing when you were home dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays? 

The austerity of campus life, in 
the days when there was too little 
learning in the land to waste any 
on the frivolous, is alarmingly set 
forth in the college laws that Ira 
Merrell printed with gusto in Utica 
Consider some of them: 

The undergraduate students 
shall be divided into four distinct 
classes. The first year they shall 
be called freshmen; the second, 
sophomores; the third, junior 
sophisters; and the fourth, senior 
sophisters. And in order to pre- 
serve a due subordination among 
the students, the classes shall 
give and receive, in the course of 
their collegiate life, those tokens 
of respect and subjection which 
from common and approved usage 
belong to their standing in the col- 
lege. * * * 

It is enjoined upon ail the stu- 
dents to observe the Lord's day 
as holy and sacred to the duties 
of religion; and if any student 
shall profane the said day by un- 
necessary business, by diversion, 
or by walking abroad, or shall be 
absent from his chamber on this 
day, or the preceding evening, or 
shall thereon admit any student or 
a stranger into his chamber; or on 
the preceding or following evening 
shall make indecent noise or dis- 
turbance, he may be punished by 
admonition or otherwise as the 
nature and demerit of the crime 
shall require. 

There were specified punishments 
for crimes ranging all the way from 
firing gun-powder ‘‘ near the person 
of the president '’ to being vexatious 
to one’s chamber mates. There 
were penalties prescribed not merely 
for dueling, but for ‘* turbulent 
words “ and “* throwing a foothal! 
against the college fence.’’ The 
¢ode said what should happen if one 
of the students was caught playing 
cards, billiards or dice or demanding

There are many references in these | 
talks to Roosevelt, Ford, Edison and | 
other friends of Burroughs. He had } 
a great deal of admiration for each | 
of these three men, but he was not 
blind to their faults, as his comments 
show. Of Roosevelt he says: 

If only Roosevelt had a little of 
Lincoln’s meekness and forbear- 
ance, what an improvement it 
would be! But he has that terri- 
ble domineering pugnacity and de- 
sire to be before the public. He 
goes to extremes in denunciation, 
and his treatment of former 
friends is sometimes distressing. 
I wish he wouldn't cheapen him- 
self However, although he is 
imperious, he is fair-minded, and I 
don’t think he ever let the politi- 
cians use him in any unworthy 
way. I have absolute confidence 
in his sincerity and the integrity 
of his motives. He doesn’t rank 
with Lincoln or Cleveland, but 
he'll make a big spot of some kind 
on our history. 

During the war Burroughs was 
deeply grieved at Roosevelt's oppo- 
gition to Wilson. He felt that events 
had proved Wilson’s wisdom and far- 

sightedness and that Roosevelt 
should have been generous enough 
to acknowledge it. 

Burroughs’s acquaintance with 
Ford came abont throyggh the pres. 
entation of a car—one of several 
acts of generosity on the part of the 
antomobile manufacturer toward 
Burroughs and others. Afterward 
they visited each other and became 
intimate friends. In one of the talks 
Burroughs gives this estimate of 
Ford: 

Ford has a big heart, but his 
head is not so large except in his

One can read here how an educa- 
tional project. originally, financed by 
the faraway and slightly panier 
Scotch Society for Propagating 
Christian Knowledge, first took the 
form of a school for Indians. It 
was an Indian school contemplated 
in the first subscription lst, when 
neighbors with such grand 
names as those of Jedediah Sanger, | 
Timothy Tuttle, Consider Law, Elia-| 
kim Elmore and Barnabas Pond 
variously pledged themselves to fur- | 
nish such items as 1,000 feet of/ 
clapboards, or six days’ work or so 
much time at the village forge—all 
items that would scarcely content 
one of the snappy drive-managers 
that hound the frightened alumni in 
this efficient day. But only a hand- 
ful of Indians ever attended the 
school and none knew its benefi- 
cence in 1812 when it was turned 
into a college. 

It is illuminating to watch the In- 
dians gradually fade from the pre- 
construction correspondence—to read 
in the slow-moving letters. that 
passed between Edinburgh and Phil- 
adelphia and Dominie Kirkland’s 
home in the Oneida hills their irrevo- 
eable recession from the problem 
of American life. First comes the 
doubts from Scotland as to whether 
‘* the poor aborigines” could retain 
education, followed in time by an ill- 
concealed elation at the fact that 
they were disappearing from the Mo- 
hawk Valley more rapidly than the 
funds were coming in to build the 
school. There is something of rue 
for the present-day reader who 
comes first on the extracts from 
Kirkland’s journal reporting the 
speech of an Oneida chieftain who 
came to him and said: 

Father and brothers, here pres- 
ent, hear me; open a candid ear. 
What are my wishes with respect 
to my son? Do I wish him to 
become a great man of the world? 
No. There is not one such wish 
now existing in my heart, that I 
am conscious of. The strongest 
wish of my heart, and the warm- 
est affection of my soul, in regard 
to my son Isaac is this, that he 
may attain the knowledge and love 
of God, that he may possess true 
goodness in his heart. that he may 
get into that path which will cer- 
tainly lead him to a happy life in 
the next world, even to live with 
the great and holy God, and Jesus 
Christ his Son, and all gvod peo- 
ple, This, father, is my wish con- 
cerning my son, though expressed 
in few words. Should my son 
obtain this, I expect he will some 
day or other lift up his voice to 
my poor nation. 


Thus spake Laurense Aukeand’yak- 
hon of the Oneidas. That was on 
Jan. 1, 1794. The next day the 
trustees of the new school, in ses- 
sion in Herkimer County, drew up 
an appeal for funds with this smug 
argument embedded in it: 

This institution, it is conceived, 
will be introductive of the most 
beneficial effects, in meliorating 
the savage disposition and dispell- 
ing those prejudices which too nat- 
urally arise against the present 
occupants of an extensive luxuri- 
ant countryside; which tradition 
informs the credulous Indian was

THE ADAPTER ON “ROSE BERND” 


By LUDWIG LEWISONN. 


T was as a juror in Hirschberg in 
Silesia that Gerhart Hauptmann 
found the theme of ‘‘ Rose Bernd.’’ 
A peasant girl was brought before 


the court for trial and the dramatist | 


was successful in obtaining her acquit- 
tal. We do not know the precise char- 
acter of that bit of reality that came 
under Hauptmann’s observation; we do 
not need to know it. The special mark 
of his creative imagination is the power 
of building an ultimate reality that in- 
cludes but transcends the fragments 
which observation trings our way. Rose 
never ceases to be, in the concretest 
sense, herself. Yet who can doubt that, 
in the last act, she is as massive a rep- 
resentative of ‘‘the unhappy race of 
women '' as Medea knew herself to be? 


Rose, it will be objected at this point, 
should not be compared to Medea or in- 
deed to any other tragic heroine, She 
does not act; she suffers. But that is 
Hauptmann’s point—the point of the 
entire philosophy that underlies. his 
dramaturgy, .His protagonists are all 
defeated, He does not belleve in suc- 
cess, Success is failure, The divine 
irradiates the human in defeat. Vic- 
tory is still to the strong, But to be 
strong is to be unscrupulous; action, in 
such a world as this; requires spiritual 
limitation, The scaie of essentiai virtue 
rises as that of outer action declines. 
Father Bernd, August. Keil, Frau 
Flamm, even Christopher all endure the 
outrages of mortality’ ‘and custom. 
Streckmann gets what: he ‘wants by go- 
ing after ie —Streae aR the villain, the 


| only representative of that is toj 
| say, of force. 

But it is not wise to cage Hauptmann 
in any moral—not even in his own. His 
vision is of people and of the earth. 
He sees the peasants and the weavers 
of Silesia from within—a race of work- 
ers and of oppressed men, but not with- 
out an inner dignity. They are strong 
Protestants; they are godfearing and 
patient; they have a similarity to the 
North of Ireland Protestants whom we 
know from the plays of Ervine. Flamm, 
different as he seems, belongs to the 
same race. He hes had more freedom 
and has more vitality; he has been a 
student and so, quite naturally in his 
time and country, auotes Plato on his 
own perplexities. But his nature is as 
earth-rooted as that of the others. He 
has no real sophistication. Only he has 
been able to liberate in his own nature 
the essential and ancient paganism of 
the folk that, in Father Bernd, is 
smothered under the moralism of his 
conventicle, 


That paganism is strong In Rose her- 
self, She is trustworthy, dutiful, com- 
passionate. She' has never questioned 
her father’s creed or its dictates; she is 
~quite willing honestly to fulfill the fate 
he has appointed for her, But her deep- 
est, her unconscious self rebels. Youth 
and love demand their share of her. 
That is her conflict, And.because she 
feels so powerfully the shame which, 
according to her father’s creed, should 
brand youth and love and desire, she 
falters from one miestep te another. 
She becomes guilty. But the guilt is 
imposed upon her erect and wholesome

HE close-up, especially the close- 
up not expressly called for in the 
continuity of a photoplay, is 
Judged guilty until proved innocent by 
the Editorial Committee of the Film 
Guild, which is producing a series of 
pictures with Glenn Hunter as their 
star, the first of which, you may re- 
member, was ‘‘ The Cradle Buster.’’ 
“The close-up mania,’’ says Frank 
Tuttle, the Guild’s director, *‘ is like the 
drug habit. It grows upon the afflicted 
company at a constantly accelerating 
pace until the entire studio is mortally 
ill of it. And the whole’ fatal process 
grows out of two things—the fact that 
the cutter gets too close to his story 
in the process of assemblage and the 
fact that certain prominent members 
of some casts regard close-ups as per- 
sonal advertisements to which they are 
ethically entitled instead of as integral 
parts of a dramatic plot. 


“The Film Guild has at the outset 
established a policy evolved from expe- 
rience in other people’s studios. Every 
close-up is written into the original 
scenario, at which time the total is re- 
duced to the lowest practicable mini- 
mum. The director, the scenario writer, 
the camera man and the star, who’repre- 
sents both himself and the other actors, 
are asked to approve the practicability 
of this script. After it is endorsed the 
picture mfist be filmed accordingly, 
without change, unless the script itself 
is changed in another conference. 


“Therefore, if a close-up must be 
added, it is because somebody has made 
a mistake. The director or the star is 
responsible for not ‘ getting across’ a 
scene which, according to all authori- 
ties, could have been played in long 
shot. Perhaps the lighting was wrong 
and the camera man is to blame. At 
any rate, the responsibility is placed 
and the guilty party thereupon credited 
with ome error.

up, the required background is made in 
miniature and double-exposed in behind 
the head. 

‘‘This method prevents the cutter 
from becoming so fed up with the story, 
after a month’s work, that he imagines 
that nobody can understand it but him- 
self—that the audience must bé.told in 
words of one syllable; namely, in close- 
ups. It prevents the camera man from 
persuading that cutter to insert a beau- 
tiful portrait shot just because it -is 
beautiful, or the actors from obeying a 
very natural impulse to use all possible 
pull to. see that their own close-ups are 
used. Even the director must forego 
exhibiting gags which redound to his 
credit but which are entirely superfluous, 
At the time the company is voting on the 
original scenario it fis always very calm 
and philgsophic and sensible; but when 
the picture is being assembled for final 
release, it-is all very different—and that 
is just when our committee system works 
to perfection. 2 

‘“* As a matter of fact, close-ups should 
rarely be used showing a character fin- 
ishing a speech after a title. It bores 
the audience to tears. What they want 
to see is the other fellow’s reaction. 
Close-ups of inanimate objects should 
never be used unless the importance of 
those objects is registered by a building- 


a book, for example, and then 
brightens up with a new interest. There 
are dozens of other mistakes made in 
the use of close-ups, because they are 
taken into account only after the pic- 
ture is made and not. deliberately 
planned beforehand.”’ 

The ‘underlying idea of all the pro- 
ductions of the Film Guild, according 
to Mr. Tuttle, is ‘‘ to emphasize story, 
acting and lighting rather than elabo- 
rate realistic sets and mechanical ef- 
fects.’’

I can also render careful 
judgment upon them, it being under- 
stood that it is my duty, when I have 
not the seore at hand, to put parts that 
ate doubtful to me in the score myself. 

** Regarding essays of another nature, 
I shall allow myself to make a. little 
query now and then about subjects se- 
lected by me, but T certainly shall never 

é6t even a little irritated if the editors 

o not put what I write in the paper. 
In the meantime I remark that possibly 
offensive sentences should not prevent 
the acceptance of an entire article, for 
I ask that such sentences be cut out 
without further ado.

POLICING GREAT CITIES 


Special Problems of New York as Compared 
With London and Paris. 


By ELLERY RAND. 
HE National FPolice Conference, 
held in New York during the 


week of Sept. 11, seemed to ‘the 


casual observer hardly more than 
a succession of banquets and 
receptions, shows and excursions, reso- 
lutions and promises. Nevertheless, it 
was an important gathering. It paved 
the way for a closer union among the 


police of the United States, and for more 


intelligent co-operation in fighting crim- 
inels all over the world 

The most notable of the material pre- 
«-nted at the conference fails into two 
gscneral classes. The first is a com- 
parison of police problems in New York 
with those in the great capitals of Eu- 


rope. The second is a discussion of re- 


cent improvements in the tracing and | 


identifying of criminals. 

The most interesting comparison 
drawn was between New York and Lon- 
don. It showed that the police prob- 
lem here is much more difficult to man- 
age than anything that exists in Eng- 


land,

Evening dresses are of two types, the 
draped and the very full.

hips and aré made with tight basques. 
The basque almost tightly fitting is one 
of the season’s conspicuous new things, 
end in the evening gown it makes by far 
its best appearance. In many cases the 
basque is of one material and the skirt 
of another. For instance, there will be 
a@ silver basque with a plain or a bro- 
eaded skirt, or a brocaded basque with 
a silver skirt. The possibilities are un- 
ending, and they have beén used to their 
last degree. 

The basque fits snugiy over the bust, 
and then, for the evering things, has 
no sleeves at all.

When the évening dresses are made of 
tulle the skirts are very full and reach 
to the ground or just escape it. But the

These frocks 
are made in very unusual colors, with 
little in the way of trimming; perhaps a 
silver girdle or something of that char- 
acter. They are extremely youthful 
looking things and will delight the heart 
of any woman who can wear that full, 
long line. 

Many of the brocaded dresses are 
made as the one in the illustration, 
with panels at front and back and with 
wide, circular pieces inset in the sides. 

Day dresses incline to sleeves. That 
is their decoration and the principal 
elements of thelr design are confined 
to the sleeves. Sometimes they are 
brilliant in comparison with the 
gown, meaning that they will be made 
of jade-green on a dark blue dress or 
of orange on a black dress. There is 
some tendency toward long and fitted 
sleeves, with cuffs that flare backward 
toward the elbows. On the draped 
dress in the picture there are sleeves 
of this sort, the cuffs being the chief 
trimming. They are embroidered with 
bright motifs, and the facing of the 
draped skirt carries Out the bright col- 
oring. 

Hiats are larger than they have been 
for many seasons, a general rule, 
And even when the hat is a turban or 
a toque, the lines are ample and big. 
It does not fit the head too tightly. 
Along with the more graceful type of 
the large, broad-brimmed hat 
goes exceedingly well. It helps to 
broaden the silhouette at that point and 
it makes a nice finish for a sweeping 
gown, 

There is a little mushroom hat which 
is having a great deal of popularity. 
It turns down all around the head with 
a brim that is broader in front than it 
is at back. The shortness of the back 
brim is due to the high collars which 
will have their own room even if they 
have to change the shaping of the hats. 
These little hats are usually trimmed 
with a shooting out feather or stiff bow 
of ribbon on one side, and at that side 
the hat is likely to vary its shaping’ a 
little to help in the effect of sticking 
out into the air. 

The hats still cover the eyes, so that 
when worn at the smartest angles their 
wearers have to bob their heads about 
and crane their necks unmereffully to 
see at all. Crossing the street becomes 
rather a feat, for it is only possible to 
see In one direction at one time. 

Moire ribbons are used for trimming 
the hats this can and there is a 
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great deal of ahiny silver and gold rib- 
bon. But 4s a rule the trimmings aré 
simple and plain, much being left to the 
shape of the hat and its making to 
earry out the design that the milliner 
gave it. 

Shoés are different, for they, too, have 
gone into period styles to keep up with 
the general trend of the costuming. 
Many are the buckles and straps and 
trimmings to be séen on the footgear 
of the season. There are néw colors 
to match frocks and coats. Stockings 
are thin as gossamer and match the 
shoes when light in color. If the shoes 
are black, then it is usual to wear light 
gray or light tan stockings, especially 
if the anklés are small and the feet in 
the sameé proportion. 


EVENING GOWNS 
IN COLORS 


OR, evening wear during the Win- 
ter séason there promises to be 
as much chance for the indi- 
vidual to express her individual- 
ity as thére is in all the other 

phases of the Winter fashions. Evening 
frocks may be long or short, wide or 
narrow, vivid or more conservative. in 
shade, say the Paris designers. For !n- 
stance, Patou uses almost entirely deli- 
cate shades of apricot and geranium 
pink and occasionally runs into the 
deeper values of purple and deep

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ADIO code communications from 
ships and land stations, which 
radiophone users frequentig héar 
as they tune in the broadcasting 
concerts, are transmitted by 
hand, generally at a speed ranging from 
twenty to thirty words 4 minute. Since 
the early days of wireless various 
methods of automati¢ally recording 
messages &t high speed bavé been de- 
veloped in ofder to facilitate the clear 
ing of heavy traffic in the shortest time 
possible, especially between long distant 
points. The high-powered transatlantic 
transmitters and récéivers are in con- 
stant operation, day and night, handling 
the hundreds of radiograms and press 
reports betwéen Europe and the United 
States. To use a speed of thifty of 
even forty words a minute would re- 
quire many hours to gét the latest press 
news and business messages across the 
sea. One of thé latest méthods of speed- 
ing up radid communication is known 
as the Creed system, which is appli- 
cable at the present time for commercial 
work at a speed of 180 words a minute. 
One of thé greatést problems in the 
operation of printing or recording radio 
apparatus is the nécessity of accuracy 
of the signal form; that fs, the duration 
of the dots and dashés. The accuracy 
required for méchani¢al or automatic 
receiving must be carried to a much 
higher degree than if the reception is 
through a headset and the human éar,

Radio Regenerator 


Fig. I. shows the wiring diagram of 


& regenerative receiver and one stage 
amplifier.

It will amplify codé mes- 
sages, music and voice at least 100 
times. A standard vario-coupler is used 
for tuning. Two variométers are em- 
ployed, one in the grid circuit and one 
in the plate circult. The stator of the 
plate variométer should be wound with 
finer wire than the grid stator and 
should contain about three times as 
much wire. In constructing a variometer 
the winding must be continuous in the 
same direction on both the stator and 
rotor. In connecting the stator and rotor 
the end of the stator should be joined 
to the beginning of the rotor. The grid 
condenser is .0005 mfd. The detector 
tube should be of the ‘‘soft'’ type and 
thé amplifying tube ‘‘ hard.” <A stand- 
ard audio frequency amplifying trans- 
former is used between the tubes.

Radio users will be interested in the 
automatic transmission kéy in compari- 
son with the well-known double-contact 
key in the majority of radio stations. 
The high-speed key employs eight pairs | 
of contacts, which will control a 250-| 
kilowatt input arc'converter at a wuve 
length of 8,000 meters, and in its opeta- 
tion requires a maximum of about sixty 
cubic feet of air & minute, at a pres- 
sure of thirty-five pounds per square 
inch, for speeds up to 80 to 100 words 
a minute. Under ordinary conditions, 
one pair of contacts is allocated for each 
15 kilowatts of enérgy ih thé antenna. 

The automatic control of the trans- 
mitter is brought about by placirg the 
message to be transmitted on a Creed 
keyboard perforator. This is an instru- 
ment resembling a typewriter which, on 
the depression of the keys, perforates a 
paper 6trip .with a series of holes 
grouped according to the Morse code 
characters. The perforated band {fs run 
through a Wheatetone automatic trans- 
mitter which controls a small direct cur- 
rent source serving to operate the main 
transmitting key. This key is capable 
of performing the necessary switching 
operations on the heavy currents in the 
antenna and in the circuits associated

IS-a chance if more than a rela-

cipline in argumentative discussion, this 
little college of a few hundred students 
has become the power centre of college 


* debating in America. 


In the years 1920 and 1921 the Bates 
debating team won seven consecutive 
victories, three of them over great in- 
» stitutions Ike Cornell, Yale and Har- 
vard. 
which her team has fought, Bates has 
won over forty. She has beaten Har- 

vard several years in stccession. 

* Little Bates may not be known widely 
at home, but her intellectual prowess 
. peems to be appreciated abroad. In May, 
1921, the cablegram came to the old 
home town, Lewiston, Maine, from Ox- 
ford University, England, challenging 
Bates to a debate with Oxford on June 
16 of that year, Oxford selected Bates 
as a debating partner because Bates was 
the best. thing of its kind in America. 


Bates accepted the challenge and the| § 


debate was held last year before the 
famous forum of the Oxford Union, 
which has trained many of the English | 
Parliamentary leaders for generations. 
And nobody on this side of the water 
seems to have known anything about it. 
No newspaper carried a headline, great 
or small. The event had only to do with 
feats of the brain.

AS NURSE 
SAW TURK 


CRATCH a Turk, says the old 
adage, ‘‘and* you will find a 
" Tartar.’ An interesting side light 
is thrown upon the recent horrors 
at Smyrna by the experience of 
Miss Helena Veenstra, a graduate nurse, 
now practicing in New York, who served 
among the Turks and Greeks in a hos- 
pital in Smyrna in 1914.. Miss Veenstra 
still has a warm plate in her heart for 
the picturesque old ‘city, while many 
vivid resollections of its narrow winding 
streets and@ its long quay enable her to 

visualizé the recent scenes of volence. 

The Turk is a very difficult patient to 
handle, according to Miss Veenstra, His 
ignorance of modérn medical practice 
is likely to be abysmal. There is a gen- 
eral distrust of the “ Christian dogs ’’ 
of docters, no matter how unselfishly 
they may serve him. Once aroused, me 
violence of the Turk is almost unbe- 
lievable. To all outward appearances & 
patient’ may appear to be a polisréd 
European. with charming manners. In 
a flash there may be a terrifying rever- 
sion to type which the Turk, crazed with 
anger, is capable of anything. 

During the early days of Miss Veen- 
stra’s service in a hospital in Smyrna | 
one of the doctors game in great 
alarm to consult with her about the | 
case of a Turkish boy who had recently | 
been operated upon and was known to 
be dying. In any European or Ameri- 
can hospital such, a case, however sad, 
would be a mattér of routine. It was 
necessary to send for ‘the boy’s famil) 
to be present. The doctor who had op- 
erated on the boy wi. wirifled. Know- 
ing the Turks as he did, he realized | 
that his life was in great danger. Noth- | 
ing was more likely than that the par- | 
ents of the young Turk would believe | 
that the boy had been murdered with | 
heathen Christian co by some} 
mysterious work of the knife, and they 
would clamor for the doctor’s life. 

The Turkish family of the dying boy 
Wac suimmoned and soon reached the 
hie The doctors meanwhile sum- 
Toned what aid they could for their 
personal protection In case of an out- 
brenk. The door of the sick room was | 
opened and the proper prayer rugs were | 
laid upon the floor. The family entered 
and knelt. upon the rugs, czereéefully 
facing, of course, toward Mecca. Tie 
prayers were commenced. They had 
progressed to a certain stage when the | 
doctor whispered to his friends that 
everything was now all right, having | 
passed the critical period. This proved 
to be so, and following the death of the 
young man the family left quietly. 
They seemed to be stoical about the 
matter and displayed no interest what- 
evér in the disposal of the bedy. For 
them the incident was closed. 

The doctors are not always so fortu- 
mate. One day a Greek doctor connected 
with the hospital came in with black- | 
enéd eyés, his face scratched and 


vapital. 


clothes torn. He had been walking quilet- 
ly in one of the streéts when he was set 
upon by the relatives of a patient he 
was treating in the hospital for diph- 
theria, and literally beaten up. It was 
entirely useless to attempt to explain 
that the disease was serious, and the 
patient’s weakness was due to natural 
causes. The Turks had seen their rela- 
tive enter the hospital comparatively 
well and strong and saw him grow obvi- 
ously worse under the ministrations of | 
the doctor, arid had drawn their own |} 
conclusions. 

The Greeks outnumbered the Turks in 
Smyrna at the time Miss Veénstra was 
there, and & general feeling of suspicion 
prevailed. The Turks had their spies 
everywhere: it was unsafe to make a 
remark critical of the Turks on the 
strects or in the cafés. One of the Greek 
doctors in the hospital at Smyrna, who 
had studied in Paris and was thoroughly 
Phuropeanized, Hved in terror of thé au- 
thorities. His only offense was that he} 
had perhaps talked too freely. Lie was 
closely shadowed an‘ three times the 
spies entered and thoroughly searched 
his house. At one time he disappeared 
mysteriously for three weeks to avoid | 
this espionage. Incidentally, the Turks | 
make no distinction bétween Buropeans, 
Greeks. and even Armenians, grouping } 
them all as ‘' Chrisiian doga"’ and hat- | 
ing them. accordingly. 

The Turks have hospitals of their own 
in Smyrha, but what transpires in then 
remains a mystery to thé outsider, The } 
nursés in the Greek hospital tn Smyrna | 
madé repeated efforts to enter these hos- | 
vitals. .They were always refused ad- | 
mission, although with perfect polite- 
ness. On thelr insisting further they | 
were referred to the Government, but 
oven a formal request was turned down. 
The Turks have of late gained respect | 
for modern ideas of sanitation and 


medicine, but it is probable that they |}

The difficulties of the doctor in treating | 


women who refuse even to unveil their 


face may be imagined. A complete | 


diagnosis is difficult when thé doctor is | 


only allowed to leok at the eyes above a 
thick vel. One of the Greek doctors, | 
after requesting his patient partially to 

disrobe that he might exantine her, dis- | 
missed the case with tite remark that he | 
was not a hutiah X-ray machine, 

Men and women are required to travel | 
in separate compaftmenta, even in the | 
street cars. In some casés the men sit 
on one side of the car and the Tiirkish 
women on the other, while @ curtain is 
let down to lend privacy. A Turkish 
husband may even threaten to beat a 
man who refuses to give his wife @ seat. 
It would be interesting to know how the 
Turkish husband's ideas of caste and 
rivacy would apply in a crowded New 
York aubway ¢xpreéss. 

Despite the polished manners of the 
‘Turks, or many of thém, and their elab- 
orate respect, manifested in many ways, 
for women, Miss Veenstra says that shé 
nevér trusted them. As 4 special mark 
of respect a Turk often walks behind a 
woman on the street. But few women 
Venture alone on the streets, even at 
midday, and never at night. 

An interesting example fa cited by Miss 
Veenstta which she believes aptly illus- 
trates the genéral attitude of thé Turks 
in Buch matters. A Buropean family

Recovery of the Czech Crown in Exchange 
Rates Not Unmixed Blessing. 


By MANYA GORDON. 
YMPATHY for the efforts of the 
Czech people to vindicate democ- 
racy for themselves and for other 
peoples is not long in asserting 
itself after the first cold shock of 
prices in Prague. To the traveler com- 
ing from Germany the soaring dollar 
value of the Czech crown leaves him 
breathless and incidentally out of 
change. Two dollars for a dinner that 
can be purchased in Berlin for 40° cents 
fs a little bit too sudden a return to 
hormal. But the two dollar dinner is an 
index to a complex economic problem 
which has not a few political threads. 

From Germany, with a financial sit- 
uation badly involved but with indus- 
tries humming, one comes to Czecho- 
slovakia, where finances are approach- 
ing normality and industry is in great 
difficulties. In "Germany unemployment 
has been wiped out. The Czechs have 
about half a million unemployed in a 
Population of fourteen millions. Com- 
plaints are heard that the improvement 
in the position of the Czech crown, of 
/which the Government is proud, has not 
been an unmixed blessing. 

Two factors other than Government 
policy have contributed to the rise. One 
is seasonal. About this time of the year 
Czechoslovakia begins to export agri- 
cultural products which the other Cen- 
tral European States must buy—sugar, 
malt, &c., and there is a corresponding 
rise in the value of the crown. 
other factor is speculation.

The Czech element is 
agricultural. There are signs that the 
“German element is not quite reconciled 
to the loss of leadership which it exer- 
cised before the war. That state of 
mind no doubt will change with time. 
Among her 14,000,000 people Czechoslo- 
vakia counts 3,366,000 Germans and 750,- 
000 Magyars. 

Of the 2,000,000 Russians living in 
Western Europe as a result of revolu- 
tion Czechoslovakia shelters a compara- 
tively small number. There probably 
are not more than 20,000. In every 
other country of Western Europe the 
exiled Russians are almost entirely of 
the intellectual or middle class. The 
majority in Czechoslovakia are peasant 
workers. They are not é€migrés, but 
refugees in the truest sense. They are 
very poor, by. contrast with Berlin, 
where a good deal of wealth exhibits it- 
self in the Russian quarter. When these 
refugees first began pouring into 
Czechoslovakia they by no means con- 
stituted a desirable element. The ex- 
soldiers were of monarchist sympathies. 
Had they been permitted to remain idle 
and destitute, they would have become 
excellent material for monarchist propa- 
ganda. This peril has been eliminated 
by the practical wisdom and humani- 
tarian policy of the Czech Government. 
Idle, discontented and hungry refugees 
have been converted into a nucleus 
of trained workers for the time when 
unhappy Russia can avail itself of their 
services. 

In the pursuit of this object the Czech 
Government has sought to avoid the er- 
rors of paternalism. It has given gen- 
erous financial aid and exercised a 
watchful eye upon the 
enterprises it has encouraged, but pri- 
marily it has been working through 
Russian agencies, one association of 
former members of the Zemstvo 
municipal organizations in Russia bear- 
ing the name of Zemgor 

The Zemgor, as established in one of 
the former palatial residences on Panska 
Ulice, bears the semblance of a huge 
settlement house. Its primary function 
is that of a registration agency. It sep- 
arates the refugees capable of self- 
support from the sick, the aged and 
other permanent dependents, 
placed in charge of the Czech 
Cross. 

For the remainder the Zemgor acts as 
@ training school and employment bu- 
reau. 

Russia’s future will depend in large 
measure upon the training these men ac- 
quire against the time when they can 
return to a devastated country bitterly 
fin need of training and leadership of 
every kind.

made it plain that it expects its Rus- 
sian protégés to return to their own 
country as soon as it is humanly pos- 
sible for them to do so. Until that time 
the Government. apparently proceeds on 
the belief that Western Europe must be 
made an alma mater for the Russian 
refugees. 

‘The financial aid contributed by the 
Czech Government to the Zemgor is 
small in comparison with what it spends 
on housing, feeding, clothing, and edu- 
eating the stranded Russians. It main- 
tains some 2,000. Russian students, who 
attend Prague University. To facilitate 
instruction in»’their own language, a 
Russian Faculty of sixty professors has 
been established. Secondary schools have 
been organized. The gymnasium at Mo- 
rovska Trebova accommodates 500 stu- 
dents. Six dormitories have been built 
jor converted out of existing buildings 
for the housing of students. These, how- 
ever, are not sufficient to accommodate 
all who apply, and many students live 
in private quarters, the Government 
paying for their lodging, food, clothes 
and books. 

Students hawe freedom ‘in selecting 
their courses of study. But evervwhere 
the feeling is strong that Russia will 
need, more than-anything else, the lead- 
ership of technicians, and consequently 
|the greater number of students have 
turned to the field of technology. Stress 
is laid on scientific agriculture. A 
|school in the technique of motor trac- 
, tors has 100 students. In this connection 
|it should be mentioned that between five 





j and six thousand peasant workers have 
been distributed as laborers on Czech 
farms, where they are learning methods 
of agriculture which Russia needs so 
badly. Of the 2,000 Russian students in 
ithe university, 300 are women. They 
are concentrating on domestic science 
and nursing. 

Russia’s need of the services which 
her expatriated sons can render her is 
so great that one might think the men 
in training here would hardly wait for 
|the completion of their studies before 
going home. As a matter of fact the 
Russian leaders here are willing to let 
them go. The Bolsheviki need skilled 
labor so badly that they are ready to 
treceive them. There is some difficulty 
in the Bolshevist proviso that every 
newcomer must bring with him food 
sufficient for six months and the neces- 
sary agricultural equipment. But that, 
too, can be met. Czech business. men 
stand ready to supply the necessary 
equipment on an initial part payment 
and chattel mortgage. 

Many of the Russians, when they first 
came to Czechoslovakia, were monarch- 
ists. But work, education and the demo- 
cratic environment have wrought a 
change. I have. spoken to many of 
these men, young and old, and their 
thoughts are of freedom and not of 
autocracy. 

The work going on in Czechoslovakia 
deserves the attention and emulation of 
other nations in a position to give help. 
The refugees are not only so many men 
saved for themselves through labor and 
education; they are a normal school in 
self-help, discipline and technical train- 
ing for the great Russian masses. in | 
the broadest terms, they are undergo- 
ing a through training in the lessons of 
democracy. 

The importance of this last factor can 
hardly be overestimated. One often en- 
at home the charge that help 
extended to the ‘‘ émigrés '’ means bring- 
ing aid and comfort to the forces of 
counter-revolution. Or else one en- 
counters a definite reluctance to plunge 
into the quarrel of one school of Rus- 
sian Socialists against another. But the 
activities here in Prague prove definitely 
that such educational efforts work di- 
rectly against the extremists in both 
camps. ‘There has been a definite trend 
from the two extremes toward sanity. 
‘Practical work and responsibility have 
exercised a sobering effect upon the So- 
cialist element among the Russian refu- 
gees. Just as the monarchist has lost 
his faith in autocratic institutions, So- 
‘cialists have lost their faith in Utopias. 

At any rate, and for those who permit 
the fear of ‘‘ counter-revolution ’’ to cast 
suspicion on any efforts for the Russian 
people that do not come from Bolshevist 
sources, there is the example of CzZecho-

slovakia to show that the best way to 
destroy the monarchist ‘‘ peril’’ is to 
supply the Russian refugee masses with 
the opportunity for education and useful 
labor. Czechoslovakia has become an 
undesirable place for the reactionaries. 
Of the Wrangell troops that took refuge 
in Serbia and elsewhere, waiting for the 
opportunity of renewed civil war, it is 
|significant that more than 5,000 Cos- 
sacks were glad to migrate to Czecho- 
slovaki as soon as the chance of work 
i; was offered them. One powerful reason 
for this migration no doubt was the 
| thought that their chances of getting 


back to Russia were much better as 
trained and organized agricultural work- 
ers than as members of invading armies.

It was Champlain who made Quebec a 
city, who started the march of civiliza- 
tion across Canada. The old curb stones 
from Brouage have reached a renewed 
usefulness and historical significance in 
Restigouche, New Brunswick. At one 
point on the curb there is poorly chis- 
elled the one word—"' VIVE ’’—, Whom 
did the unskillful engraver wish to cele- 
brate? The loyal Recollects of Resti- 
gouche unhesitatingly supply the miss- 
ing word. The phrase, if completed, 
would have read ‘‘ Vive Champlain!’’

Not long before his death Admiral 
Holimann recalled the occurrence to me 
in full detail, as it is described here.

THE KRUGER TELEGRAM. | 
REMENDOUS excitement was }} 
caused in England when, the in- 
cident of the Kruger message 
became known. On Jan. 3, 1896, the 
German Emperor telegraphed as fol- 
lows to the President of tre South 
African Republic: 

‘*T congratulate you most sincere- 
ly on having “succeeded, with your 
people, without calling on the 
help of foreign powers, by opposing 
your own force to an armed band 
which broke into your country to dis- 
turb the peace, in restoring quiet and 
in maintaining the independence of 
your country against external at- 
tack.’’ 

On Jan. 6,:in conversation with Sir 
Frank Lascelles, Baron von Mar- 
schall protested against the view of 
the English press trat it was an act 
of hostility against England and an 
encroachment on English rights for 
the German Emperor to congratulate 
the head of a friendly State on his 
victory over an armed band that had 
invaded his land in defiance of inter- 
national law, and had been declared 
to be outside the pale of the law by 
tre English Government itself. But 
it was not recorded that he dis- 
avowed the Kaiser’s responsibility 
for it.

the English press of Her Majesty's de- 
sire that a friendly reception be ac- 
corded to her imperial grandson, And 
that is what indeed came to pass. The 
visit ran ite course harmoniously and 
caused satisfaction on all sides. I held 
important conferences with various 
leading men. : 

Not once in the entire visit was the 
Kruger dispatch mentioned. On the 
other hand, my royai grandmother did 
rot conceal from her grandson how un- 
welcome the whole Boer War was to 
her; she made no secret of her disap- 
proval and aversion for Mr. Chamber- 
lain and all that he represented and 
thanked me again for my prompt and 
sharp refusal of the Russo-French pro- 
posal to interfere and for my immediate 
announcement of this proposal. One 
could easily see how much the Queen 
loved her splendid army and how deep- 
ly she had been grieved by the heavy | 
reverses suffered by it at the outset | 
of the war, which had caused by no | 
means negligible losses. Referring to | 
these, the aged Field Marshal Duke of | 
Cambridge coined the fine phrase: } 
“The British nobleman and officer | 
have shown that they can die bravely | 
@s gentlemen.” 

On my departure, the Queen bade me 
farewell with cordial and grateful greet- 
ings to her ‘‘ much-cherished cousin," 
the Imperial Chancellor, whose ability

In the Autumn of 1900 Prince Hohen- 
lohe retired from the Chancellorship, 
since fhe work had become too arduous | 
for a man of his advanced age. More- 
over, the constant quarrels and dispuies | 
of the political parties with each other | 
were disagreeable to him, and it went i 
against the grain. with him to make 
speeches before them in the Reichstag. 
Equally disagreeable to him was the 
press, part of which had taken the bit 
between its teeth and imagined that it 
could conserve. the Bismarckian tradi- 
tion by quoting sayings by Bismarck, 
and had greatly jeopardized relations 
with England, especially during the Boer 
War. ?

A canvass of sentiment in the 
States by both sides brings forth sharply | 
conflicting views.

This latter ten- 
dency is attributed to the women and! 
the churches, particularly the women. 
If the wets can carry all of the cities 
of more than 50,000 they have an excel- 
lent chance of refuting Mr. Volstead, 
and the drys are making special efforts 
to cut down the urban vote so that they 
will not have majorities too large to 
overcome in the country. 


It is pretty generally dprreea that a 
wictoty in two of the States for either 
sidé would be decisive, and either bring 
the beer and wine question into new 
prominence, almost certainly leading -to 
Congressional. action favorable to the 
wets, or set back their cantpaign for 
several years to come.

What are the proofs of my charge 
that the leadership of labor is criminal? 
Some nine years ago there was a aeries 
of explosions throughout the country, 
the most prominent example of which 
gave them all the general designation of 
The Los Angéles Times explosions. A 
score of pérsons were killed, and prop- 
erty was dynamited in the hundreds of 
thousands. Justice with her leaden heel 
started on. her course to hunt down the 
murdérers, and: before she had finished 
her work twenty-nine of the immediate 
subordinate officials of Mr. Gompera in 
the American Federation of Labor—his 
confidential counselors—Vice Presidents 
in his order—were sent to the peniten- 
tiary -after conviction for dynamiting _ 
and murder. Bight other officers not of 
executive rank were also convicted and 
punished.

THE TWO KEMALS 


The Polished Aristocrat of Kuropean Cocee in 
Contrast With the Ruthless Commander 
of Fanatical Turks 


F you were to meet in the flesh the 

man of mystery who has so sud- 

denly arisen above the Near East- 

ern horizon, Field Marshal Mus- 

tapha Kemal Pasha, you would be 
at once charmed and astonished. This 
,most ‘“‘terrible’’ of all ‘‘the terrible 
Turks''—described by Earl Balfour only 
a year or two ago as a brigand—is in 
his demeanor a polished man of the 
world, who addresses you in accom- 
plished French, who wears an English 
shooting suit of tweed and soft gray 
collar with gray tie, sits at a desk like 
a Western official—calm, detached, in- 
scrutable. 





The picture of Kemal as a kind of 
buccaneering sheik in Oriental robes, 
with jeweled scimitar and horse pistols 
at his waist, has thus no foundation in 
reality. His headdress is not the Turk- 
ish fez, familiar in Egypt, but the some- 
what ampler kalpan of lambskin, and 
his fingers, instead of dripping blood, 
ioy with a string of amber beads, end- 
ing in a brown tassel. But this. courtly 
diplomatic Kemal is only one aspect of | 
the man. His is a dual personality. | 
One Kemal displays the velvet glove; 
the other, the mailed fist within. 


Kemal has light blue eyes of steel,

The power of Islam is the | 
sway of the sword, and whoever holds 
the sword must always threaten the in- | 
fluence and even the life of the reigning | 
Sultan. It was thus that the Turks | 
themselves, a thousand years ago, ab-| 
sorbed the powers of the Caliph, or | 
successor to Mohammed, at Bagdad, 
They played exactly the game that 
Kemal is playing today. Similarly, Me- 
hemet Ali, who a century ago founded 
the throne of Egypt, was simply an Al-

intervening today. Fifty years ago, 
Arabi Pasha, aiso in Egypt, led a na- 
tional movement which, under a Parlia- 
mentary form, rapidly assumed a sili- 
tary aspect, challenged the reigning 
Khédive, developed anti-European ten- 
dencies and was the cause of the Britisn 
occupation in Egypt. And, finally, we 
have the case of Enver Pasha, who led 
the Young Turk movement against the 
late Sultan, Abdul Hamid, and, in 1907, 
deposed him. In all these cases an 
able Turk has established himself in 
authority, partly as a protest against 
the misgovernment of ‘tthe sovereign, 
partly as a champion against Western 
powers, and partly as the leader of a 
liberal impulse which, however genuine 
at the outset, has hitherto invariably 
disappointed expectations. 

The Assembly at Angora has passed 
measures, the wording of which has been 
to ameliorate labor conditions and ad- 
vance Moslem education.

SKYSCRAPERS ON 


GREAT, complicated skyscraper is 
A being built in New York under 
unusual conditions, directly above 

the railroad tracks of a busy terminal. 


The tracks running beneath its walls in 
some places are double-decked, so that | 


trains pass on two: levels through the 
basement of the ‘building. The entire 
structure rests upon siender stilts, ex- 
tending between the tracks down to bed- 
rock. A unique method has been found 
fer isolating these uprights so that the 
@eeant rumbling of heavy trains on 
both levels causes not the slightest vi- 
bration in the building above. 

This construction, including the dig- 
ging for the foundation and the erection 
of the building, is being carried on with- 
out affecting the movement of trains be- 
neath. The entire weight of. the sky- 

‘scraper rests upon the supports rising 
between the tracks, which are spaced in

Nevertheless, the years of suffrage 
propaganda had eased the politician’s 
first task; women understood organiza- 
tion and the suffragists knew the tech- 
nicalities of vote-casting. They reacted 
against the least hint of autocracy, but 
were often too ready to endorse a high 
idea! without first questioning its prac- 
ticality. Generally, we found them anti- 
socialistic, strong nationalists. They 
were for “ America first.” favored a sen- 
sible preparedness and violently resented 
any military service pewmitting the ex- 
emption of favorites. 

In one particulbr that taxed my staff 
the women outtlassed the men—their 
appetite for information. They pre- 
ferred that a policy should be true or 
false, were impatient of exceptions, 
qualifications; but they accepted a few 
tried theories unquestioningly. Indeed, 
they were more prone to query them 
than the untried, and they were never 
afraid to confess ignorance. 

One day I asked a stenographer in 
our employ to copy from ‘‘ Who’s 
Who ” its sketch of Wilson.

Mr. Untermyer asked him again and 
again whether all these grievances of so- 
ciety did not call for restraining and 
S@trolling legislation, and again and 
again he answered, ‘‘ No.”’ Mr. Gompers 
insisted that soelety through its agencies, 
ihe Legislature and the courts, should 
not be permitted to try to suppress these 
abuses, but that it must abide the moral 
evolution of the trade-union movement. 
He would oppose with ail his power any 
attempt to secure corrective legislation, 
or any exercise of control by the courts, 
through legislation now existing. and 
the law,-he declared, must never be in- 
voked in any cause that 
labor.

THE “BIMI” COMES BACK. 
New York the *bimi’’ has 


N all 
I doubtless the humblest profession. 

Without capital or skill, he has long 
followed his career with more or less 
profit. Years ago, he was a familiar 
character throughout the city, but the 
war drove him from his accustomed 
haunts. With the increase in building 
activities throughout New York he is 


once more appearing in considerable 
numbers. 


The ‘‘ bimi,’” it may be necessary to 
explain to mewcomers to the city, is 
usually a tramp or some one reduced to 
want, who collects wood from hew 
building enterprises or from buildings 
being demolished, and prepares and sells 
bundles of fire wood. The profession 
requires no capital or skill, nor indeed 
any tools. The wood is usually broken 
by the simple expedient of smashing it 
to pieces with a paving stone. 

Any ‘ bimi’’ who would save from 
his income and purcHase a modern tool 
like a hatchet or axe, could reatly 
increase his output, but such eff ciency 
is not expected of the tribe of “ bimies.”’ 
Hundreds of these men could be seen in 
vacant lots in past years, laboriously 
and clumsily breaking up cast off tim- 
ber. His product found a ready sale. 
The price by common consent for a 
bundle of such kindling in the past was 
10 cents, no more or less. Since the 
war the income of the “‘ bimi,”’ like that 
of so many other workers, had taken a 
jump. The same product today com- 
mands a price of 20 cents, ;

Mrs. Janvier transiated the two books 
of Felix Gras, ‘‘ The Reds of the Midi’ 
and ‘‘ The White Terror.’’ Characteris- 
ticaily she made no arrangements for 
royalties on these translations, but re- 
joiced to know that the sons of Felix 
Gras had ‘-received their education 
through those which went to the author 
from them. 

Not only Provence interested her. She 
went back into remote history for the 
origins of that wonderful Midi, with its 
Mediterranean port into which came the 
Phoenician galleys with Greek slaves. 

She read homer with avidity, till the 
poem became a living world to her. She 
has left a long and accurate study of 
it, in her manuscript ‘*‘ Captain Dyonis- 
ius,’’ a tale of an ancient voyage rich 
in archaeological lore, which may some 
ay be published. She was a student al- 
ways, with a mind replete with accurate 
information. She was a truly learned 
woman—an artist, a writer of distinc- 
tion, with a gift of humor and play of 
fancy that delighted her friends; but, 
beyond all these, she was a lover of 
truth and beauty and goodness, and she

The role of peacemaker naturally be- 
longs to the Church. Just the other 
day Premier Lloyd George said to a 
gathering of Free Churchmen in’ Lon- 
don. that if the churches of Europe 
and America allowed another great war 
to come ‘‘they had better close their 
doors.’’ We may ‘safely assume that 
the churches of Europe and. America 
do not intend to close their doors or 
to let the world say that they ought 
to be closed. But they know that Lloyd 
George was right—that another war, to 
be fought with the terrible weapons 
now being devised, would be a war 
against civilization itself and an un- 
thinkable crime against humanity, 
which it is up to them to prevent. 

Theoretically at least, religion affords 
a short cut to the peace and. security 
which the world so desperately needs; 
for noone will deny. that all this 
trouble springs from human. selfishness, 
for which religion is ‘the only-cure. If 
only by some méans the religion of 
the Golden Rule could be put into the 
hearts of men, the tremendous problems 
with which statesmen are vainly 
wrestling would quickly solve them- 
selves. In the Church, if anywhere, 
such a solution must be found. Is it 
not plain that the Church is going to 
come forward with a program for world 
peace, to which all classes will be ex- 
pected to conform for the common good, 
and from which dissent will not be 
tolerated?

As an instance, there is at the 
present day a better understanding of 
the treatment of the insane—althougn 
by no means ideal, We have at least 
got away from the old idea that the 
insane were possessed of evil spirits, 
and from the practice during the In- 
quisition of torturing unbelievers, or of 
abandoning to their fate those who were 
accused of political wrongdoing, as in 
Russia under the autocratic Govern- 
ment of the Czars. No doubt a great 
many people, before the emancipation 
of the slaves, knew that slavery was 
wrong, but only a few came forward 
and argued ainst it. The abandon- 
ment of the old system of the treatment 
of prisons and prisoners is just as im- 
portant as the liberation of the colored 
people from slavery. 

6 are gradually awakening to the 
importance of handling the prison ques- 
tion in a more sensible and scientific 
manner, I think everybody will agree 
that the prisoner entering, a reforma- 
tory should be thoroughly examined as 
to his mental and physical state, and 
if possible the causes of the crime for 
which he is imprisoned ascertained 
through such examination, and his 
treatment determined accordingly. We 
must all come to the conclusion that 
men in prison are not very different 
from those outside, except that they 
have been found guilty of an offense 
and that with right treatment many of 
them can be. brought back into a nat- 
ural state so that they can again be 
received into the general community 
and in many cases become good men 
and good citizens. There is really not 
such a great difference as is generally 
suppos between men in prison and 
men outside, Some of them have, per- 
haps, been bad for a longer time and 
gone from bad to worsé; others may 
have been generally law-abiding people 
and just by. chance ‘or through some 
special cause committed this particular 
crime for which they were sentenced 
to prison. 

There is an idea tn some quarters that 
crime is a sort of disease and that many 
could be cured by treatment; however, 
that is something for future determina- 
tion—we want for’ the present to work 
out the simpler problems: The. prison- 
ers should receive such treatment that 
after thelr discharge they are likely to

were before. So much is said about 
repeaters in many States coming back 
to prison again for committing. other 
crimes after they are discharged. In 
| my opinion, it is greatly the fault of 
the management. I think, with 

management and proper treatment of 
| the prisoners, and the right kind of 
education and work given them, the 
| chances are very much better that only 

a few will come back again. 


The clever crooks, aside from the pos- 
sibility of Influencing wardens and 
| keepers by bribery and political influ- 
ence, qenaralty know how te adjust 
themselves to the conditions in prison. 
| They may he good prisoners as such, 
but when they go out be worse 
| when they came in. On the other hand, 
the discipline that is so strongly de+ 
manded by many as part of a well- 
regulated prison is apt to fall upon the -

‘At this .time.it has not been defi-| 
nitely determined if the Secretary of 
State will appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States,’’ according to a 
spokesman for the Anti-Saloon League.

enterprise,"’ the report allowed also for 
ome governmental action—credits from 
the American Government to other Gov- 
ernments for reconstructive purposes, or 
to private purchasers of necessary ma- 
terials, under guarantee of their Gov- 
ernments, 


The Dragging Burden of War Debts. 


This report ‘was in some respects su- 
perior to the Keynes plan; in others it 
fell short. It was more businesslike in 
the immediate sense and made a very 
practical suggestion in regard to the 
reparation settlement; but it dodged one 
fundamental question, the dragging bur- 
den of war debts, for which it offered 
only a proposition of delay. 

The ideas expressed in the American | 
document of May 15 strongly influ- | 
enced, as might have been expected, | 
the joint report of the committee of 
experts set up by the Council of Four 
on May 9. That report, completed on} 
June 4, contained remarkable admis- 
sions on béth the American and Euro- 
pean sides. Thus the American repre- | 
sentatives subscribed to a statement 
that, as regarded the countries of| 
‘Eastern Europe at any rate, ‘ private | 
credit will be. inadequate by itself to | 
provide the working capital necessary | 
to restart industry.'’ Without admit- 
ting quite as much in the case of the | 
Western Allies, they agreed in stating | 
that ‘‘the financial position * * * is} 
full of anxiety.”’ 

The European delegates, on the other | 
hand, admitted that, ‘‘in the case of | 
Germany, the financial situation is/| 
uvershadowed by the reparation de- | 
mands.’’ They agreed that the demand | 
for payment of 20,000,000,000 gold 
marks “in the first two years appeared 
impossible of fulfillment and would 
“now probably have to be revised.”’ 
They also (the French members in- 
cluded) dwelt upon the necessity of 
enabling Germany to obtain the raw} 
materials necessary to re-establish her 
industrial life, concluding that her 
situation was ‘‘the key to the whole} 
icuropean financial problem.”’ 

A discussion of the committee’s spe- | 
cific recommendations would probably 
have brought the Council of Four no fur- | 








ther than the various later conferences | 
have got in wrestling with these prob- 
lems. But there was food for thought, | 
which might have resulted in a new ap- | 
proach to fundamental issues, in the last | 
paragraph of the report, which is highly 
significant considered as a joint state- 
ment of American and European finan- 
cial experts: 

‘“‘Before concluding, the committee 
considers it advisable to point out that, 
in spite of a well-organized currency 
and credit system, and of the private | 
credits and resources available to Eng- | 
land, France and Italy, it will neverthe- 
less be difficult, if not impossible, for | 
them (within the next two or three | 
years) to pay for all the raw materials 
which they may require and to over- 
come their unfavorable trade balance to 
such an extent as to be able also to| 
cover the interest on their obligations | 
held abroad. | 

‘* Although it had been anticipated that 
funds to meet these needs would be re- 
ceived from Germany on account of | 
reparation, the committee now feels con- } 
vinced that it is impossible to count on | 
eny substantial financial assistance | 
from this source in the near future. The | 
tinal solution may, therefore, require a 
more.comprehensive plan than for the 
other portions of Europe, and it is most 
advisable that immediate consideration | 
should be given by al! concerned to | 
meeting the situations not already pro- 
vided for. The committee also feels that 
until France and Italy can cover their 
adverse trade balances and mect the} 
foreign interest payments due by them | 
for the next two or three years, the im- | 
provement or stability in exchange and 
the confidence necessary to stimulate | 
private enterprise may be perhaps } 
fatally retarded. 


”» 


America’s Two Points of Attack. 
When this remarkable report came to 
the attention of the council on June 6 | 
they were already under fierce pressure 
to meet the objections of the German 
delegation and to get the treaty ready 
for signing; they were neither in mA 
mood, nor was there time, to consider 
the broader problems of reconstruction. 
'The entire problem of the reparation set- 
tlement had been reopened by the Ger- 
man observations, giving the Americans 
a chance to attack its fundamental de- 
fects. What they demanded was, first- 
ly, the fixing of a definite and reason- 
able reparation total, and, secondly, the 
retention by Germany of a certain quan- 
tity of liquid capital. They believed 
that, given these conditions, private en- 
terprise would extend sufficient credits 
to Germany, and private investors would 
absorb reparation bonds to an extent 
sufficient to put the allied countries on 

their feet. 

But the British and French between 
them managed to sterilize both proposi- 
tions: and the reparation settlement 
was left essentially unchanged. After 
this flouting of their best endeavors, the 
Americans declined to give any further | 
consideration to measures for helping 
the Allies out of the financial mess into 
which they persisted in plunging them- 
selves. The report. of the inter-allied 
committee was simply shelved. 

The American idea of leaving every- 
thing to private initiative might have 
been practical and given a sound repara- 
tion settlement. But the Allies could prob- 
ably have been won over to abate their} 
unreasonable demands on this score only 
by an offer to abate the claim of the 
United States against them. And this 
abatement the Americans could not 
promise. There was no escape in either 
direction. The reparation terms re- 
mained on an unsound foundation; and 
Europe was left without any compre- 
hensive scheme for financing her recon- 
struction. 

Europe Saved From Going to Smash. 

Although the Supreme Economic Coun- 
cil did not succeed in getting its work 
on a sound financial basis, that work 
continued, nevertheless, to be of incal- 
culable importance for Europe’s recov- 
ery from the effects of the war. 
The depleted resources of a nearly 
ruined civilization were. managed with 
an efficiency and economy _ that 
gave the world at least a breathing 
gpace of a few months to recover its 
economic equilibrium. Europe was saved 
wom going to smash under the very 
fect of the Peace Conference. 

Did the need for such centralized 
direction of the economic machine en- 
tirely disappear with the signature of 
peace? Most Europeans were quite 
positive that it did not. The Italians 
took the broadest view of the council’s 
destiny: for Italy’s extremely dependent 
economic position gave her the greatest 
interest in co-operation as regards ac- 
Cees to rew materials, food, and mar- 


|with other Governments, which had 


| Nations. 


kets. The British were doubtless less 
interested in permanent regulation of 
trade, but they certainly wished it to be 
nursed back to normal, a process stiil 
far from completion. The French re- 
garded the Supreme Economic Council 
as a means of carrying out, In a meas- 
ure, their cherished plan of an economic 
solidarity among the allied and asso- 
ciated powers in the interest of favor- 
ing the devastated regions and, in 
general, of building up their own 
strength as against that of Germany. 

The Americans, however, could be won 
over to none of these points of view. 
Cool as they were in their attitude to- 
ward proposals of financial] reconstruc- 
tion, unwilling as they showed them- 
selves to enter into any general self- 
denying agreements in regard to eco- 
nomic policy, averse as they proved to 
investing the League of Nations with 
any definite economic functions, it was} 
to be expected that they would! 
regard with small favor any  pro- 
posals for prolonging the Supreme 
Economic Council. The impulse to 
get the Government out of business, 
and especially out of business relations 


shown itself after. the armistice and 
been repressed in January, re-asserted 
its power. When the question of the 
Council’s future came up for discussion 
on June 10, ‘‘the American delegates 
pointed out that the Supreme Economic | 
Council had been created to deal with | 
matters arising during the zwrmistice, ' 
and transitory measures; and that most

League of Nations has had an oppor-| 
tunity of considering the present acute} 
position of the economic situation, and 
that the Supreme Economic Council 


} should be requested to suggest for the 


consideration of the several Govern- 
ments the m®€&thods of consultation 
which would be most serviceable for

The plans drawn up by the Supreme 


| Economic Council for the continuance 


of its work were, however, brought to 
nothing by events in the United States. |

Nurses’ training schools have been es- | 
| tablished in countries where such things 
had never existed. In Belgrade, for in- |

prepared for public health work. 
Popular health instruction units have 
been organized. In Poland the League | 
has maintained a demonstration unit 
| supplied .with lectures, films, pamphlets | 
anda other health propaganda material. |

used in a great peace-time program.

took the steps which led to the forma- 
tion of the first International Red 
Cross committee, and then tu the Ge- 
neva Convention, the Red Cross has 
been. througheut the world the symbol 
of human compassion. The Geneva 
Convention recognized the wounded as 
* neutralized. ’* It empowered national 
societies, as they were organized under 
the banner of the Red Cross, to assist 
the military administration in the col- 
lection, transportation and care of sick 
and wounded in war-time. Since then 
the Red Cross societies of the world 
have almost invariably operated on a 
large scale only in time of war or great 
emergency. 

While recognizing the importance of 
this phase of their activity, the late 
Henry P. Davison, had the vision of Red 
Cross societies co-operating in time of 
peace, working with all the public sup- 
port that has charactertized their war- 
time and emergency effort toward the 
less sensational but more permanently 
constructive peace program of better 
public health. The need was urgent. 

While problems of food and reconstrue- 
tion and the handling of epidemics were 
of such magnitude that they had to be 
dealt with.and financed by Governments, 
there was still a vast field where the 
great voluntary organization built up 
under the Red Cross could function. It 
was felt that these societies should not 
be demobilized but should go on with 
their work for the relief of suffering. 
first announcement of a plan to 
co-ordinate efforts of all Red Cross so- 
cieties in the interest of mankind was} 
made in February, 1919, in Paris. Mr. | 
Davison presented the suggestion to | 
President Wilson, who grasped its force | 
and importance, and asked Mr. Davisen | 
to do what he couid to formutate aud} 
make practical the plan. 

The support of Sir Arthur Stanley and | 
Red Cross was secured and | 
in May, 1919, the league was launched | 
with the following purposes: i 


1. To encourage and promote in 
every country in the world the estab- 
lishment and development of a duly 
authorized voluntary national. Red 
Cross organization, having pur- 
poses the improvement of health, the 
prevention of disease, and the miti- 
gation of suffering throughout the 
world, and to secure the co-operation 
of such organizations for these pur- 
poses, 

2. To promote the welfare of man- 
kind by furnishing a medium for 
bringing within the reack of all the 
eanian the benefits to be derived from 
present known facts and new contri- 
butions to science and medicai knowi- 
edge and their application. 

3.. To furnish «a medium for co-or- 
dinating relief work in cease of great 
national or international calamities.

The extent to which the league has, 
in.a comparatively short time, secured 
recognition as an authority in this 
type of work is shown by the fact that 
the League of Nations has. invited the 
League of Red Cross Societies to launch 
a campaign of popular education in the 
Far East against the opium habit. At 
the league conference to be held in 
Bangkok, to which delegates of Red 
Cross societies in the Far Hast and of 
governmental and other agencies have 
been invited, this opium problem will 
form part of the basis of discussion of 
health conditions. 

From the start this league has worked 


in closest co-operation with other inter- 
national organizations with allied, mo- 
tives. Article XXV. of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations endorses the Red 
Cross as a peacetime agency for the 
‘‘improvement of health ’’ toward which 
the Red Cross works. The relations 
with the League of Nations have been 
of the most harmonious. When a Health 
Section of the League of Nations Sec- 
retariat was created, the Red Cross or- 
ganization was invited to nominate a 
hygienist to represent it. 

In January, 1920, Red Cross interven- 
tion in Poland was directly called for 
by the then President of the Council of 
the League of Nations.- The Earl of 
Balfour wrote: ‘‘ The ravages inflicted 
by disease upon the war-worn and un- 
derfed populations of Central Europe 
have reached appalling proportions—I

In September, 1920, the league made 
a survey of health conditfons in Poland 
as part of the joint program for com- 
bating epidemics in Eastern NBurope, 
ugreed upon between it and the League 
of Nations.

THOUGHT. IN 


MOTOR CARE 


Personal Attention to Details Keeps Car 
Running Smoothly at Low Repair Cost 


By FREDERICK C. RUSSELL. 


HE secret of why motoring costs 

\ some people so little and others 

60 much is coming to light. The 

wide difference in operating costs 

has variously been attributed to 

the difference in cars, the territory in 

which they are used, or those who drive 

them. While these causes are not to be| 

ignored it is becoming evident’thu> mo- 

toring is a help or a hindrance :jepend- 

ing upon how well or how badly it is 
managed. 

Some car owners have taken manage- 
ment to mean that it is advisable to em- 
ploy a man especially for the purpose 
of taking full charge of the car, but oth- 
er owners have just as much success | 
without going to this expense. Still oth- 
ers interpret management to mean that 
the car should be lavished with atten- 
tion, while wiser owners who never 
seem to raise the hood get along: re- 
markably well. It is apparently not a 
question of time or expense, primarily, 
but rather of knowledge and planning. 

In the days when the ‘‘ one lunger” 
only went ‘“‘ touring ’’ on Sundays there 
was a whole week in which to groom her 
for the test, but now that many a car 
is even denied the pleasure of a night’s 
rest in a garage the owner has but two 
choices: either to keep the car together 
by brain power or endure the break- |! 
downs and excessive depreciation which | 
follow neglect. } 

Vith limited time the average motorist | 
feels that he is up against it. 
like a slave to buy a nickel trimmed | 
sport model but finds, the moment he} 
acquires it, that he hasn't time to keep | 
it headed away from the junk heap. | 
This matter of not having time is a sadly 
overworked excuse. He uses the car so} 
extensively that his spare time 
tinkering with it is necessarily limited. | 

Keeping a car running right and look- | 
ing new without taking a Saturday off | 
here and there to catch up seems like an | 
impossibility, but a few exponents of | 
motor management have tried it. If any | 
car owner is wondering why it is that | 
@ ce-tain few cars in the neighborhood | 
ere always on the job without looking | 
any the worse for it, here is the 
planation: 

When the owner goes for the machine 
in the morning he reaches for the duster, 
quickly removes the dust of the day be-| 
fore and then drives out to the gasoline 
pump. He gives instructions for ten | 
gallons of gas and a quart of oil. He | 
buys his gas’from a reliable garage man | 
whom he does not have to watch for} 
fear of getting short measure. While 
this is going on he produces “from a| 
side pocket a pair of cheap cloth gloves, | 
dons them, raises the hood, takes the oil 
can or the grease gun—depending upon |} 
the system used—and goes the rounds of | 
the spring shackles and the 
assembly. He has thus partially made | 
up for what was taken out o fthe car | 
the day before, and the particular job! 
has required no change in clothing. 

Contrasting this procedure with that} 
of the man who rushes in and snatches | 
his car as he might snatch a sand- | 
wich at a quick lunch counter, it is | 
evident that the following troubles have | 
been avoided: 

There is no necessity to spend time | 
hunting for a gas station later in the} 
day. There is no likelihood of being| 
argued into using some other brand or| 
grade of oil which may not be satis- | 
factory. The car will not be full of 
equeaks; which, aside from relieving} 
the driver and his passengers from a| 
lot of annoyance, is assurance that the 
chassis is being saved a lot of unneces- 
sary wear. With the car dusted an 
unexpected rainstorm will not streak the 
body but leave it clean. 

The man who manages his motoring | 
cleverly forms a habit of giving the} 
car a brief inspection before he starts | 
off. This may only take a few min- 
utes, and may be done while he is} 
passing the time of day with a motor- 
ist who ‘‘ knows his car is a sight but 
hasn’t time,’”’ and so on. But the in- 
spection, however brief, is always prof- 
itable. He notes that a rim lug is 
loose, a fender bolt missing, a tire a 
little underinflated or a lamp rim be-| 
ginning to rust. He may not have time 
to attend to these things at the moment, 
but he makes a mental note of them 
and remembers to tackle them when 
there is an opportunity. 

Finding these opportunities is perhaps 
the keynote of car management. On 
nis way to the office he stops off at 
the service station, where he purchases 
a few bolts and nuts. Realizing that 
it is good policy to be provided with 
a spare fan belt, valve spring, rim 
lug and grease cup, he buys these, too, 
and puts them away for an emergency. 
Because he uses some of the _ lesser 
traveled streets to reach his office, he 
arrives sooner than other men who use 
their cars for commuting and thus has 
a few minutes in which to do some 
things most needed. 

Any man wh) drives a car will admit 
that there are many times when he 
is made to wait for other members of 
the family who wish to stop into this 
store or that ‘‘just for a minute.’’ 
These minutes, usually wasted,’ could be 
put to a variety of uses—all for the car’s | 
benefit. While a number of car owners 
appreciate this, they find a ready ex- 
cuse in the fact that they are un- 
prepared for work. If any management 
is going to be displayed in the owning 
of an automobile the, machine’s repair 
equipment is not complete without a 
bottle of body polish, a can of nickel 
polish, several pairs of cloth gloves, a 
bottle of distilled water, a pound can 
of cup grease, an assortment of nuts, 
bolts, lock washers and cotter pins, a 
can of black enamel and brush and as 
many clean rags as the side pockets 
will hold. 

When work is easy to do most people 
go right to it. The motorist is no ex- 
ception to the rule. Those who are dis- 
playing some management in the care 
of their cars have been psychologists 
enough to see the trxn of this. With 
‘ings handy it is often a diversion 
to nip some little evidence of trouble 
or depreciation before it has a chance 
to bud. It makes the wait that much 
shorter and, in addition, saves a real 
wait some time later when the car 
develops serious trouble. 

Likewise, when the car is put away 
fe the night, if certain implements 
and materials are handy tn the garage 


the car will receive certain attention 
that it needs. The car owner who 
does not fancy the idea of losing the 
use of his car for a half day while it is 
being greased at the service station 
keeps a grease gun always filled with 
gear lubricants In his garage and makes 
it a point to grease some one vital unit 
of the car every two weeks. It takes 
him about ten minutes to do each job, 
wet this is sufficient to keep the car 
© 11 greased ani free from trouble.

The good 
manager merely refers to his record. 

Cleaning spark plugs is invariably left 
to the mechanic, who spends a valuable 
day trying to administer first aid to a 
car that ought t¢@ undergo an operation 
because owners think they have to clean 
the whole set of plugs at one time. 
That would take too much time, to be 
sure; it explains why the wise motor- 
ist cleans one plug each week, thus 
covering the whole’ set about’ every 
thousand miles or so. This would natu- 
rally vary with the condition of the 
motor and the extent to which the car 
is used, but the principle remains the 
same. - 

The motorist who keeps a little kero- 
sene handy in an oil can and who puts 
a few drops in each cylinder through 
the petcocks after each long run just 
about cuts his carbon-cleaning bills in 
half. The time he saves through con- 
tinued use of the car is worth even 
more than the actual saving in repairs. 
The average car of today is owned hap- 
hazardly and therefore only receives 
attention when it breaks down. The 
solution lies in good management.

AND lighthouses will doubtless soon 
be as familiar as the sea beacons 
which guard our coasts. By illu- 
minating the great airways night 
flying will be made possible in 

America, as it is today in Europe. The 
time required for carrying the air mail 


| will thus be reduced by about one-half. 


Two powerful land lighthouses of the 
newest design have recently been con- 
structed at Elizabeth, N. J., for the use 
of the navy at Hampton Roads and at 
McCook’s Field at Dayton, Ohio. It is 
expected that these new types of light- 
houses, or some modification of them, 
will be extended across the continent. 
The presence of these powerful lights 
throughout the country will lend a new 
interest to many familiar landscapes. 
The land lights will, as a rule, be more 
powerful than those on the seacoasts, 


|and be visible for much greater dis- 


tances. The aid expected from them by 
flyers is entirely different from that of 
the sea lighthouse, and an entirely new 
form of beacon has been developed. Not 
only the lighthouse itself, but the light 
thrown from it, is in striking contrast 
to those along our coasts. Land lights 
are now in operation in-Europe which 
twenty times as powerful as the

The light in this case is thrown outward 
and downward from a point above the 
cone. ‘The illuminated base is thus vis- 
ible whether seen from above or from 
any point in an arc of 180 degrees, or, 
in other words, from any point on the 
ground or in the air up to a point direct- 
ly above it. In either case the sig- 
nals, it will be seen, are unmistakable 
and cannot be-confused with ordinary 
land lights. 


The problem of the land lighthouse is 
wholly different from that of the sea 
beacon. The most powerful sea light in 
| America, at the entrance to New York 
harbor, has an effective range of twenty- 
six and one-fourth miles. It would be 
seen much further if it were not cut off 
by the curvature of the earth. The re- 
flection of this powerful light has been 
seen in the sky more than fifty miles at 
sea, but the Hight itself {s not visible 
beyond a definite limit. The problem of 
the sea beacon is to throw a beam of 
light to the line of the horizon.

A land Hghthouse to be useful for 
flyers must obviously be clearly visible 
from a point directly above it, as well 
as from the distant horizon. An air 
pilot on approaching the most powerful 
of sea lighthouses will suddenly find 
himself in a zone of darkness, when the 
light will be completely lost. Let him 
look in any direction and the light is 
lost, unless it be visible by its reflec- 
tion. This dark zone lies above the 
range of the light. If the pilot con- 
tinues, he will sooner or later find the 
light again somewhere below him. Such 


a light will be very confusing and dan- | 


gerous. 

Unlike the sea beacon, the land light-

The base is a squat affair, and the light 
is kept near the ground. The methods 
used for giving a light a distinctive char-

fective on the land lights, The sea beacon

intervals, and the navigator approach- 
ing it instantly recognizes it by the 
duration of the flash. This plan would 
prove very confusing to air pilots, even 
if the Nght were visible in all directions. 

One plan of making the land Nght dis- 
tinctive is to cause the verticle shaft of 
light. to rotate. A very simple and in- 
genious plan has been discovered for 
gaining this effect. A powerful search- 
light is thrown upon a mirror, which is 
placed at an angle of 45, degrees. The 
light on striking this reflector is thrown 
upward. Now, if the mirror is made to 
rotate, the verticle beam of light in turn 
moves in a circle. A pilot observing this 
upright beam of light many miles away 
can instantly recognize its motion and 
identify it. By reference to his chart he 
can at once tell his geographical posi- 
tion. 

The speed of the airplane is another 
important factor to be considered in de-

GARDEN’S FERNS 
ATTRACT VISITORS 


Growing in What Looks Like 
Their Natural Habitat, They 
Form a Tempting Display. 


SOME POPULAR NAMES 


Experiences of Ancient Botanists 
With Forerunners of the Plants 


in Bronx Park. 


Growing with such a natural air of 
being entirely at home and bearing no 
signs of formal arrangement, the fern 
garden in Bronx Park causes many a 
Visitor to exclaim: ‘‘ How I wish I could 
dig up some of these wild ferns and 
take them home and plant them!’’ As 
a matter of fact, however, they are not 
wild ferns at all, but have all been care- 
fullv arranged by skilled hands, and as 
the result of exact information and 
knowledge of just what each fern likes, 
what location, what soil, how much 
moisture and how much protection from 
the sun. 

Near the entrance on Southern Boule- 
vard, just across the path from a little 
lily-pool, at the foot of the horticultural 
garden valley, sheltered by a huge mass 
ef native rock, shaded by trees and 
watered by a miniature brook which has 
been caused to flow down from the} 
frocks above, the ferns are planted along 
terraced slopes and in rocky crevices. | 
All are thriving, from the tall bracken 
to the delicate maiden-hair, which most} 
New Yorkers only think of as shrivel- 
ing soon after it ‘‘comes with the} 
flowers’”’ from the expensive florist’s 
establishment. 

Ferns, however, according to a New 
York Botanical Garden official, are not 
difficult to grow, once you get them in| 
their right position. The rock ledge in 
the park beneatn which the ferns are 


doing so well is native mica schist, re-| 
fnforced .here and there with little 
ockets of limestone, put in especially | 
or those ferns which particularly like} 
lime. Some ferns, in fact, will only 
grow well on limestone. 

The collection is still being added to, 
but it is thought that the fern garden 
will be finished next year. A few tiny | 
rock-loving wild flowers may be seen, 
but these have crept in unnoticed, the 
plan being to restrict the planting en-} 
tirely to ferns. The spot was chosen as 
ene of the most ideal places in the 
garden for the purpose, the trees being

The Study of Ferns. 








While common names have been | 


evolved for each species in the case of 
gome families of flowering plants, such | 
as roses, clovers and mallows, the pop- | 
ular mind has grouped whole orders | 
under the single name of moss or grass 
or fern. Ferns are perhaps not g 
easy to study as roses, but i closer | 
acquaintance they show fascinating’ dit- 
ferences, their leaves divided into vari-| 
ous shapes and the form and position 
of the minute spore-bearing clusters 
showing a wonderful persistence of type 
that separates the ferns into families, 
genera and species by evidence as con- 
clusive_as that by which groups ol 
higher piants are distinguished. : 
The European peasants of the Middle | 
Ages, who wove a rich background of 
folklore about field and wood, did not 
neglect the fern. Looking in vain for 
its flowers and seeds, they decided that | 
they had invisible seeds collected and} 
wpread abroad by an invisible finder. | 
The royal fern (Osmunda regalis), it] 
was believed, bore seed upon St. John’s} 
Eve. Hieronymus Bock, the old herbal- 
fst of the sixteenth century, for four 
different years is recorded to have spent 
the nights in the forest. in order to in- 
vestigate this point. He tells how he 
found ‘‘ small black seed, like poppy | 
geed,’’ and solemnly adds his assurances | 
that he used neither ‘‘ charm, incanta- 
tion nor magic character.’’ ers 
In his ‘‘ Herbal!,” published in 1597, | 
ohn Gerard recognized twenty-three | 
inds of ferns. He faithfully described | 
the variously shaped dots and marks 
on the under sides of the leaves, al-| 
though he was quite unaware of their 
function. The under side of one fern he 
@peaks of as ‘‘sprinckled as it were} 
with a verie fine earthie-coloured dust | 
er spots which many rashly have taken | 
for seede.”’ His keen eye noted the 
form and position of the “ spots and | 
marks’’ upon different varieties. He | 
comments on the ‘‘ polypodie of the} 
oke,’’ its leaves sprinkled not with rus- | 
get or brown marks or specks, “‘ as the 
other fernes are, but as it were painted | 
with white spots or marks.’’ 
With the development of the micro-| 
gcope the function of these spots and} 
dots became known. They are the cov-| 
ering for spore cases, which, in their 
turn, hold countless minute bodies. | 
Only the outer covering is visible to the | 
unaided eye. Falling upon moist moss 
er leaf mold under suitable tempera-| 
ture conditions, these spores develop 
into tiny green plants upon which the 
essential processes take place which 
lead to the roots and leaves that are} 
to form the plant which we know as 
the fern. Many ferns also increase by 
underground runners, or by rooting 
from leaf tips, so that once the fern 
garden is established under favorable 
conditions, the plants will increase by 
all these ‘unthods of propagation. 


Popular Names of Ferns.

The popular names for ferns are inter- 
esting. (Thus, braken or brake is a 
mame common to several Teutonic lan- 
guages and is most commonly. applied 
te Pteridium aquilinum, found chiefly 
in fields which might be jroken for 


agriculture, rather than in deep woods. 
The ‘‘ oak fern’’ or ‘‘ polypodie of the 
oke’’ is said by some to have leaves 
resembling those of the oak. Others as- 
gert that the fern abounds in oak for- 
ests, but modern botanists consider that 
the most likely origin of the name is 
the supposition on the part of old her- 
balists that those plants found growing 
on the roots of the oak possessed spe- 
cial medicinal qualities. The interest 
ef early students of plants was quite 
utilitarian. They were looked upon 
enly as possible cures for the ills of 
mankind. 

The shield fern (Dryopteris) takes its 
common name from the shape of the 
covering for the spore cases. Osmunda, 
the royal fern, is named for the Scan- 
dinavian deity Osmunder, the term royal 
or king fern being thought to refer to 
its size and importance. The grape 
fern (Botrychium) in both its classical 
and its common name, refers to the ap- 
pearance of its fruiting fronds, which 
gomewhat resemble in form a-bunch of 
grapes. The Christmas fern is ever- 
green and is collected in quantities for 
decorations at the holiday season. The 
eensitive fern, Onoclea_ sensibilis, is 
sensitive only in that it cannot stand 
frost. 

The large collection of hardy ferns at 
the garden was brought. together 
through the efforts of a number of per- 
gons.

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Vermont and New York Produced 
Bulk of the Product. 


The current issue of Weather, Crops 
and Markets, a publication issued weekly 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, contains a statement con- 
‘cerning the production of maple syrup 
and sugar for the year 1922. Syrup is 
expressed in terms of sugar, a gallon 
of syrup being equivalent to eight pounds 
of sugar. The total production for the 
United States in round numbers wags 
34,806,000 pounds. Of this amount, Ver- 
mont produced °11,674,000 pounds, or 35.5 
per cent., slightly more than one-third 
of the entire production of the United 
States. 


Vermont produced anproximately 3,- 
152,000 pounds of sugar and 1,065,000 gal- 


lons of syrup. The thirteen States of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Verrgont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Maryland, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
according to the census of 1920, pro- 
duced 98.7 per cent. of the maple sugar 
and syrup of the country, and their 
totals are given as those for the nation 
as a whole. In 1922 the United States 
produced 5,521,000 pounds of sugar and 
8,686,000 gallons of syrup. The Vermont 
production, therefore, represented 59.2 
per cent, of the maple sugar and 28.9 
per cent., of the syrup produced. 

, There were 5,559,000 trees tapped in 
Vermont in 1922, or 38.9 per cent. of all 
the trees tapped in the United States. 
Vermont tapped 449,000 more trees in 
1922 than in 1921, and increased its 
production of maple sugar and syrup 
215,000 pounds and 320,000 gallons, re- 
spectively. The average Vermont yield 
per tree was 2.10 pounds, compared with 
1.45 pounds last year. The average 
price paid April 15, 1922, was 23.1 cents 
per pound for maple sugar and $1.93 per 
gallon for.syrup. At these prices, Ver- 
mont produced $728,112 worth of sugar 
and syrup valued at $2,055,450, or a total 
of $2,783,503 for maple sugar and syrup 
produced. 

Vermont and New York produced the 
bulk of the maple products. New York 
exceeded Vermont in gal'ons of syrup 
produced by 20,000, but in the total 
maple products Vermoni lea New York 
in the equivalent of 1,869,000 ponnds. 
The average prices of sagar and syrup 
as of April 15 are given for the last 
seven years: 

Maple sugar, per pound: 1916, 13.9 
cents; 1917, 16.3 cents; 1918, 22.5 cents: 
1919, 26.9 cents; 1920, 37 cents; 1921 
25.7 cents; 1922, 23.1 cents. ; 

Maple syrup, per gallon: 1918, 1.17; 
1917, $1.80; 1919, $2.03; 1920, $2.92; 1921, 
$2.21; 1922, $1.93. 

In the United States- the production 
of syrup was the largest in four years 
and showed an increase of 53 per cent. 
over last year. Sugar shows an in- 
crease of 9 per cent. over last year 
but is much less than the usual output 
for the entire country.

STATES GET FOREST MONEY. 


Washington Distributes Revenues 
Derived From Timber Sales. 


The Governors of twenty-eight States 
have just been notified that 25 per cent. 
of the $3,421,531 received from timber 
sales, grazing permits and other sources 
of national forest’ revenues for the last 
fiscal year will be distributed by the 
United States Forest Service. This 
money is returned to States in which 
national forests are located for expendi- 
ture upon schools and roads, 

An additional 10 per cent. of the total 
receipts i# transferred to the Forest Ser- 
vice for the construction of roads and 
trails within the forests. This sum for 
the present year amounts to $338,576. 

The total, which aggregates over 
$1,000,000, will be prorated among the 
twenty-eight States in proportion to the 
receipts from the national forests within 
their borders. Since the establishing of 
the national forests, the sums returned 
to these States have steadily increased, 
amounting today to almost fourteen mill-

Prairie Provinces Teem With 
Moose, Caribou, Deer and 
Wild Fowl. 


GREAT AID TO THE FARMER 


They Provide Him With Wholesome 
Recreation’.and Fatten His 
Larder for the Winter. 


Game on the prairies of Canada is 
very plentiful, due mostly to legislation 
which has resulted in the establishment 
of provincial game pregerves, large 
areas of land being set aside for the 
purpose of propagating and perpetuat- 
ing beneficial birds and animals. Each 
preserve is in charge of a game guard- 
ian whose duty it is to see that the laws 
are enforced, forbidding, out of season, 
the hunting, shooting, trapping or moles- 
tation of these birds or animals. 

A large number of private preserves 
are also being conducted under license, 
and are meeting with considerable cuc- 
cess, geese, ducks, prairie chickens and 
partridge as well as deer multiplying 
rapidiy under such protection. In the 
Province of Saskatch3wan alone there 
are nine Government game preserves, 
with a total of 3,320 square miles or 
2,445,000 acres of land. 

The game of the prairies is of two-| 
fold value to the Provinces, supplement- 
ing the larder of the farmers aad at- 
tracting a certa'a traffic among sports- | 
men. Any farmer, in season, without | 
trouble, can secure the limit of gume 
birds the law permits him, while, with 
threshing complete and the Summer's 
work off his hands, he regards it as both | 
a holiday and a wise provision for the!

** Last year in the Province of Alberta 
there were 5,209 licensed duck hunters, 
and in this regard it must be stated 
that it is not necessary for -a farmer 
to take out a license to shoot in his} 


own district. Big game hunters in the 
Province killed 1,018 moose, sixty-eight 
caribou, ten mountain sheep, forty-seven 
mountain goats and 1,120 deer. ‘In the 
Province of Saskatchewan, 25,000 lLi- 
censes were issued to duck hunters and 
there are usually* about 3,000 big game 
hunting licenses taken out. In an aver- 
age year in Saskatchewan 1,280 moose 
are killed, 890 deer and eighty caribou. 
Half a million dollars is spent annually | 
in the Province in big game hunting. 
reached a new record last 
year when it issued 10,550 game bird 
shooting licenses, while its big game 
licenses usually average about 5,000. 
‘‘In Alberta the open season for 
moose and deer is from Nov. 1 to Dec. 
14; for prairie chicken and partridge, 
Oct. 15 to Oct. 81; for ducks and geese, 
Sept. 1 to Dec. 15.

PAPER COSTS INCREASED. 
Coal Prices Up 60 Per Cent. Since 


Strike Began, Say Producers. 


How the coal strike has increased the 
cost of production of paper will be one 
of the subjects to be discussed at meet- 
ings of the paper manufacturers of the 
country at Chicago during the week of 
Oct. 16, when the American Paper and 
Pulp Association and affiliated organi- 
zations hold their annual Fall confer- 


ence in that city. 

A preliminary outline of the situation 
is given in the monthly bulletin of the 
association, which states that the aver- 
age coal price to paper mills has in- 
creased more than 60 per cent. over the 
prices paid before the strike. Inasmuch 
as the average consumption of coal’ in 
the paper industry is 1.3 tons for every 
ton of paper produced, the serious con- 
dition of the industry is apparent, says 
the bulletin. 

‘* While the outlook for the future has 
been somewhat dimmed by the coal-and 
rail strikes,’’ continues the review, ‘ the 
best authorities are all agreed that there 
will be good business by the first of the 
year.”’ 

Meanwhile, it is stated, the financial 
disturbances of the last year have caused 
a tendency among the mills to study 
costs carefully, and it has been found 
that the cost of marketing paper has 
been considerably increased by the small 
order business which developed during 
the period of depression. Special cost 
committees are now at work in the vari- 
ous branches of the industry, while the

-OUR PLANES IN EUROPE. 


The Market There Can Be Devel- 
oped, Says L. H. Shultz. 


That there is a foreign market for 
American airplanes and that our man- 
ufacturers can secure it by appropri- 
ate collective action is evident by a 
report made recently by L. H. Shultz of 
the United States Department of Com- 
merce. 

“The demand for airplanes in the 
Past has been chiefly for military uses; 
the demand in the future will be prin- 
cipally for peace purposes, Its big field 


will be as a common carrier and for 
mail service, although even now air- 
Planes are being more widely used’ in 
forest pati@ling, surveying of all kinds, 
serial photograpning, and for _ sport 
pleasure,’’ continues the report. 

“In the commercia. field the great- 
est needs are swifter dispatch and less 
waste, and these are being met by the 
improvements in airplane construction, 
decrease in operating costs and stead- 


ily increasing safety and reliability—all 
features that have been basic aiso in 
placing commercial flying on a sound 
tinancial basis. While freight trans- 
portation by air is still limited to ar- 
ticles of smali bulk and high value, it 
will undoubtedly include heavier and 
bulkier commodities as the service de- 
velops. Even today the airplane is cut- 
ting into the express business of Eu- 
rope, especially across the English 
Channel. 

‘* Although American distances require 
the element. of speed in transportation, 
many of the foreign-market countries 
need air lines for other reasons. For 
example, where rail and water trans- 
portation facilities are still inadequate 
in regions that are fairly populous and 
rich in natural resources, or where the 
likelihood of their provision there is 
extremely remote, air transportation is 
the only recourse for the development 
of the country—at least in the early 
stages, 

‘The airplane as a means of traffic 
has come to stay, and its use will 
increase both at home and 
abroad. American manufacturers are 
equipped to seeure their share of the 
resulting foreign demand, whether of 
the military or the commercial type, 
and they can secure jt by appropriate 
collective action, In this effort they 
should be aided abroad by the demon- 
strated success of American planes in 
the United States, where, in addition to 
numerous other air lines, the largest 
hydroplane service in the world has 
developed during the past two years, 
season with thirty-one 
flying boats and with a record of 6,814 
passengers carried over 95,020 miles 
without a single accident. The record 
United States Air Mail Service 
another example of the ex- 
cellence of, American planes.

‘* Exports of airplanes and parts, ex-| 
clusive of engines, during the first six 
months of 1922 have shown a large de-| 
crease in proportion to similar exports | 
during the preceding years, the values | 
for half of 1922 being only one-third of| 
the export values for the half of 1921} 
and only about one-eighth of those for} 
the half of 1920. | 

‘“‘Exports of plahes and parts from|} 
Great Britain for the first six months of | 
the weekly year amounted to £749,419, | 
as compared with exports valued at} 
£548,476 for the same period of 1921—an | 
increase of 37 per cent. j 

‘‘The unit values have also varied | 
greatly. The low value in the first six} 
months of 1922 was due to a shipment} 
of twenty-three planes to Mexico valued | 
$19,850—evidently used airplanes or| 
planes lacking motors. 

** Export statistics for 
gines are available only since January, 
1922, having been listed prior to that 
time as ‘other internal combustion en-| 
gines not specified.’

‘“*Those 12 dahlias were tue first I 
ever saw,” said Mr. Vincent, ‘‘ and they | 
were red and yellow and white, the only | 
colors then. That was in Rugby, Eng- | 
land. The dahlias were round balls and 
for thirty or forty years that was what | 
they remained. All the florists tried for | 
a perfect sphere and if they failed they 
would throw the flower out> It was only 
a few years ago that good taste began | 
to develop and now we have these many 
varieties and colors and shades. 

‘* When we came here from England I 
was 11 years old. I went as an appren- 
tice to a florist, and from that time on 
paid my board and bought my clothes. 
When I was 21 I had $1,000 saved, but 
wken I was 25 and married I hadn't a 
cent.

OF LITTLE BOOKS 


Twentieth Century Is a Duplica- 
tion of Sixteenth in This Re- 
gard, Says a Writer. 


THEY MAY BE SMALLER 


And Writers May Be Paid for Num- 
ber and Value of Thoughts, 


Not Mere Words. 


Our present time is the age of port- 
able - literature. The adjustment of 
small books to our daily life has a 
far-reaching effect, declares an article 
in Book Notes, published by Edwin Val- 
entine Mitchell. The time is approach- 
ing when the importance of an author’s 
works will no’ longer be determined by 
their weight in avoirdupois. The biblio- 
phile of the future, predicts the writer, 
undoubtedly will name the Twentieth 
Century as the Age of Little Books. 

Already our books are growing smali- 
er in size year by year. If there should 
suddenly appear in the new market a 
new volume with the bulk of those 
elephantine tomes in which our ances- 
tors delighted, it would have the look 
of a dinosaur cropping the top-most 
leaves of an elm in a city park, of a 
whale among goldfish. The tremendous 


books that are still preserved in muse- | 


ums and private collections could have 


|} existed only in a set of social condi- 


tions long since gone by. 

In text and subject matter they were 
meat for stronger brains than ours. In 
mere physical bulk they were loads 
for stronger backs and arms. By their 
very weight they made it clear that they 
were not for feminine readers. But to- 
day we no longer Iive in libraries 
crammed and bursting with books. We 
are forced to move about and we can- 
not carry follos with us, or even quartos.

Mis- 
sals and Books of Hours to be attached 
to ladies’ girdles were reduced to tiny 
dimensions. In the Seventeenth Century 
a well-appointed library became by its 
very arrangement an object lesson in 
specific gravity—sober and reverend 
folios on the lowest shelves and a flock

A variety of aid—some good and some 
bad—is offered, but nothing anywhere

| Sociations, who in normal times are per- 
mitted by law and are willing to loan 
in many cases as high as 75 or 80 per

There has been an eagex discussion of 
the subject in the trade press and an 
animated controversy between the pro- 
ponents and opponents of what might be 
called blanket standardization of all 
species of lumber. i 

As the proposal was in harmony with 
| Mr. Hoover's far-reaching ideas of gen- 
eral industrial simplification in the in- 
terests of national economy of resources, 
labor and power, he became deeply in-, 
terested, and the Department of Com- 
merce has been drawn into the vortex 
of the controversial debate that has 
been going on in the lumber world. 
| Many differences of opinion have arisen 
over applications of the principles of 
standardization, and there has been some 
opposition to the whole project, especi- 
jally on the part of those manufactur- 

‘rs who have objected to the inclusion 
ifferent species of timber in the one 
standardization program. Although un- 
noticed by the daily press, the debate 
has been the most absorbing develop- 
ment of the last several years in the 
‘industry, which, with its auxiliary in- 
dustries, probably the largest manu- 
facturing industry in the country. 

The lumber standardization program 
which will. be laid before the Central 
Committee and Mr. Hoover has been 
condensed to three headings, viz., (1) 
grade simplification, (2) size standardi- 
| zation, (3) delivery guarantees for the 
protection of the public. The first in- 
volves greater uniformity of grades ac- 
cording to quality throughout different 
species of timber, and uniformity of 
grade names. The second deals with the 
lsizes of lumber and moldings and in- 
volves such apparently simple but really 
knotty questions as: How thick should 
an inch board be? The many-sided sub- 
ject of inspectién will be taken up un- 
der this heading, including the delicate 
question of ‘‘ national responsibility of 
the lumber industry itself for main- 
tenance of grading and _ inspection 
standards,’ which would approximate 
to putting all the lumber organizations 
of the country behind the different re- 
gional inspection systems. The third 
heading includes all phases of the grade- 
marking of lumber and the nature of 
the impartial inspection service that 
must be behind the grademarks if they 
are to be of any value and protection 
to the public. 

The Central Committee’s work will 
consist of drafting an expression of the 
conclusions on all three headings that 
have taken form as the outcome of three 
years of study and deliberation, to be 
followed by their submission to the

And ‘having it right’ means somethin 
very often over our heads and beyon 
our means. 

“* Having it right’ means quantity, 
too, rather than quality.

The workingman 
of America could cut down his require- 
ments and be just as happy; he doesn’t 
need three sets of china, and yet, in the 
possession of them, although he may not 
use them, he gets a feeling of success 
and prosperity. 

‘“‘ Europeans try to simplify life; we 
complicate it. It is the fault of youth. 
It is an underlying principle. of Amer- 
ican character to possess—and I don’t 
think it makes us happy. ‘We can’t be 
happy, because we take our pleasure in 
contemplation of the success we 1 
achieve in the future.

In rebuilding the towns in 
the devastated districts the French 
people from sentiment and love are 
building the same sort of houses that 
have fitted into the landscape ever 
since their ancestors built them. They 
are bigger and better and cleaner 
houses, but their character remains.

The metropolitan district experienced 
@ considerable increase in the volume of 
new construction undertaken last’ week, 
when many contemplated projects were 
a@nnounced anid new building contracts 
signed. An outlay of $18,957,900 will be 
made on 566 new building operations in 
New York and New Jersey, according to 
the F. W. Dodge Company. 

On. Friday plans were filed with the 
Marhattan Bureau of Buildings for the 
fourteen-story anartment hotel on the 
east side of Park Avenue, covering the 
whole block front between Forty-eighth 
and Forty-ninth Streets, being erected 
by the New York State Realty Com- 
pany, Alfred H. Smith, President. The 
cost is estimated at $2,000,000. 

According to figures tabulated by the 
¥.-W. Dodge Company, for the week of 
Bept. 5 to 22, inclusive, architects and 
; engineers reported work on plans for 

566 new building and engineering opera- 
tions in New York State and New Jer- 
sey north of Trenton which will re- 
quire a total outlay of approximately 
$18,957,900. During the same week the 
contracts awarded in this territory rep- 
resented 356 separate structural projects 
valued at more than $16,876,400. 

The reports for New York City are 
also favorable as to the amount of new 
construction in prospect for the coming 
months. According to the figures %abu- 
lated for this city there were announce- 
ments of plans for 273 new building and 
engineering operations at an estimated 
total valuation of $8,940,600 and 121 con- 
tracts awarded which will require an 
outlay of more than $10,531,600.

MORE CONTAINER CARS. 


System Extended to Include Milk, 
Freight, Express, Mall Shipments. 


The container system of burglar proof 
mail transportation which has been in 
operation between New York and Chi- 
cago on the New York Central Rail- 
road has now been extended to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis because of the record 
made by the service during the last 
year for safety, speed and labor saving 
in the handling of letters and valuable 
packages. The tracks of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad will be used 
by the new service after leaving Chi- 
cago. 

The railroad container car carries nine 
large steel boxes equipped for loading 
and unloading by crane to and from 
motor trucks. The containers are 
packed. at the post office, locked and 
after trucking are hoisted into position 
behind steel bulkheads of the specially 
devised car, which affords absolute pro- 
tection against opening in transit, being 
trucked from railroad terminal to post 
office platform again at destination. 
There has been virtually complete elimi- 
mation of loss of and damage to mail 
matter in this service and elimination 
also of sacking and numérous rehan- 
@iings on platforms and wagons. 

The tank containers for the transpor- 
tation in bulk of milk or other fluids is 
the latest extension of this system, which

MORE COTTON CONSUMED. . 


Use of American Product In Five 
European Countries Rises 30%. 


Consumption of American cotton in 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy 
and Czechoslovakia was nearly 30 per 
cent. larger for the twelve months ended 
July 31; 1922, than in the previous 
season, according to figures furnished 
the Uniied States Department of Agri- 
culture by the International Federation 
of Master Cotton Spinners, and Manu- 
facturers’ Associations. Consumption In 
Great Britain increased: 34 per-cent., the | 
figures being 2,038,000 bales, compared | 
with 1,515,477 bales in 1920-21. Czecho- 
slovakia led in the ratio of increase with 
a gain of nearly 47 per cent., having 
consumed 246,000 bales, against 167,628 
bales the preceding season. | 

Consumption in Germany was 827,000 
bales, an increase of 217 bales over last] 
year; France consumed 565,000 bales, 
an increase of 108,000 bales, and Italy 
consumed 513,000 bales, an increase of 
30,000 bales. Total mill stocks on July 


31 in the five countries named were 
501,000 bales, compared with 529,412 
bales on July 31, 1921. “ts
